KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May 7.— 
Far off over the water of Kings Bay, 
black under lowering clouds, a tiny 
shape appeared this morning as: the 
transpolar dirigible Norge of the 
Amundsen-Elisworth-Nobile expedition 
swept around the foreland and with 
whirring motors sailed up the fjord 
between the white mountains. 

Snow had been falling all night, but 
as the Norge appeared the clouds 
parted and a yellow light glowed be- 
hind the jagged peaks and shone on 
the glistening sides of the airship, 
which slowly grew to the proportions

There was a queer impression of 
unreality in the approach of the Norge. 
Had it not been for the sound of her 
motors she might’ have been a monster 
mever before seen by. man, wandering 
in from the unknown North, for noth- 
ing else in the whole landscape, unless 
it was the American plane, resting 
like a huge bird before its flight, eyen 
faintly suggested the conquest of Ban 
over nature. This is a country of raw 
elements where humans tread softly 
and with precautions against the silent 

menace of the North, and the airship 
seemed more linked with the unknown 
than with ‘thé little black - figures 
awaiting here in the snow. 


Signals Come Through Silent Night. 


The arrival’ of the Norge had been 
built up.with dramatic effectiveness, 
all the more‘betause it was uninten- 
tional.:.After her arrival at Vadso 
there was a long silence, almost noth- 
ing being heard. Then, late last night, 
word came that the ship had left that 
desolate spot and was headed over the 
Polar Sea. The snow was coming 
down in big flakes then and at times 
it was impossible for Kings Bay to see 
the mountains. The Italians, patticu- 
larly Professor Nobilée, brother. of the 
Norgé’s pilot, were anxious about the 
weather. The barometer went down- 
ward, slowly but’ steadily. 

Then ,came’ the long, silent night, 
with no word directly fromthe air- 
ship. But in the little red radio sta- 
tion faint signals could be heard, call-' 
ing from behind the white curtain of 

-gnow. Somewhere out there, over the 
Arctic Ocean, where no dirigible had 
ever been hefore, the great craft 
winged its way, asking for guidance. 

The signals of the direction finder, 
singing up and down the scale, were 
the only communication with the ship 
from here all night. Slowly they grew 
stronger. About 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing came a message saying, “All well, 
traveling fast, following wind.”

Home Secretary Appeals

LONDON, May 7 (#).—Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, the Home Secretary, 
has made an appeal for 30,000 men 
to volunteer as special constables, 
joining the.20,000 already enrolled, 
Sir William commends the response 
to his previous appeal, but adds:

There have been disturbances in 
many places, but nothing really seri- 
ous is reported and everywhere the po- 
lice are able to get control of the situ- 
ation. 

In London and the home counties divi- 
sion 25,000 volunteers for maintenance 
of public services were enrolled yester- 
day, making the total 75,000 in the di- 
vision. More than 6,000 volunteers en- 
rolled at Sheffiel@, In York the num- 
ber of enlistments exceed 2,250, which 
is. more than is required at present. 
More than 2,500 volunteers enrolled at 
Hull and 250 have taken duty as dock 
iaborers to unload ships. A sjfnilar re- 
sponse to the call for volunteer labor is 
reported from many other towns. Two 
hundred ex-cavalrymen and polo play- 
ers have.volunteered as extra mounted 
police. 

More Firms Close Down.

LONDON, Saturday, May 8 —The 
British bulldog suddenly showed its 
teeth. The following grim anndéunce- 
ment was made officially by the Gov- 
ernment last night: 

“All ranks of the armed forces of the 
crown are hereby notified that any 
action which they may. find it neces- 
sary to take in an earnest endeavor to 
aid the civil power will receive, both 
now/and afterward, the full support of 
his Majesty’ s Government.” 

To those who had read between the 
lines, of Sir John Simon's speech in 
the House of Commons Thursday night 
this did not come an a great gurprise. 
The #emous lawyer's assertion that 
the general strike wih utterly illegal , 
had given them an inkling that ’a way 
was being paved for justifying drastie 
@bveriment measures. Upon others, 
though, téday’s official announcement 
fell like a bombshell. 

It came on the day when the military 
side of the Government’s anti-strike 
measures had been particularly con- 
spicuous. During the day ~ soldiers 
‘were to be seen constantly in London. 
In the evening a whole fleet of big 
motor trucks, packed with soldiers, 
passed along the Victoria Embank- 
ment and under THE New YoRE TIMES 
office windows. They were headed 
eastward toward the “tough” East 


‘| India Dock region, alive with strikers. 


All these soldiers were in full war 
equipment. And on one big truck were 
loaded machine guns. 

The War Office issued late in the 
night the following statement: 

“Rymors continue to be circulated to 
the effect that the army is coming 
to the end of its resources, that army 
reserves have been called up and that 
troops have heen ordered on strike 
duty, but have refused to obey. Wit’ 
the exception of a few vulnerable 
points in Great Britain, no troops have | 
yet been called out in aid of the civil 
power, but units have been mioved to 
those districts to be available if their 
services are required. The spirit of the 
troops is excellent. The army reserve 
has not been called up.” 

Charges Attempt to Starve Nation. 

Bit there is still another: reason for 
suspecting that the Government has 
decided to act drastically. The Brit- 
ish Gazette, the Government’s official 
organ, flatly accuses the strikers of 

‘an organized attempt to starve 
the British nation. It will be recalled 
that the strikers agreed when.the gen- 
eral strike began that they would not 
tamper with the essential service of 
food distribution throughout the coun- 
try. But the Govérnment asserts that 
they are interfering with it. < 

Coupling this with Sir John Simon's 
speech, which may be considered.a de- 
fense in advance of violent govern- 
mental measures, as yet unadopted, it 
looks very much as if the Government 
was constructing a case for itself to 
justify such measures. 

“The situation ig becoming more in- 
tense and the climax is not yet 
reached,”’ says thd official Government 
communiqué issued during the night. 
“Orders have been sent by the leaders 
of the railway and transport unions to 
|do their utmost to paralyze and break 
down the supply of food and neces- 
saries of life. An organized ‘attempt 
is being made to starve the people and 
wreck the State.” 

Strikers Deny Accusations. 

The strikers indignantly deny the 
Government accusations. But some- ,

50,000 Police Being Regruited. - 

The military display was not the only 
spectacular step taken by the Govern- 
ment. It announced officially during 
the night that it proposes to raise the 
total of special constables enrolled in 
London for anti-strike duty to 60,000 
and to raisé them as quickly as pos- 
sible. é . 

“The recruitment of special consta- 
bles in all parts of the country is be- 
ing rapidly and vigorously pressed for- 
ward,” says the official announcement, 
and it adds: 

“Other important measures to in- 
crease the forces at the disposal of the 
Government and to enable widespread 
protection to be afforded are also being 
taken.” 

In the face of the Government 
threats the strike leaders preserved 
sullen official silence. At Eccleston 
Square, the strike headquarters, no 
stdtement was given out. It still 
looked late in the night as if both 
sides had “dug themselves in’ and 
were still full of fight. 

The only thing savoring of concilia- 
tion was the statement by ex-Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald that the strikers 
“are not allowing a moment to pass 
unused for some attempt to devise 
ways of peace®and accommodation.” 

“Police ‘strike’ were the. ing 
words shouted at the top of their 
lungs by newsboys today around the 
big Paddington Railroad Station in 
London. Many people got into a serious 
atate of alarm about it.

Rumor Mongers Are Assailed. 


Persistence of all these wild rumors 
is annoying the Government so much 
that a special appeal to the people to 
disbelieve them is made in The British 
Gazette. 

“The spreading of rumors was found 
to be a useful weapon in the “Vorld 
War,” states The Gazette, “and many 
foolish people are trying to make use 
of this form of warfare today. Al- 
ready the omnibus. that has been 
thrown into the Thames is a familiar 
friend — sometimes from Blackfriars 
Bridge, sometimes Waterloo; some- 
times Hammersmith Bridge. Why: not 
give this faithful friend a rest? 

“Then there is the old yarn about 
the two policemen. They have already 
peen killed in Bethnal Green, Batter- 
‘sea, Putney, Highgate and a few other 
districta, But they have not yet been 
absent from duty. 

‘“‘Whatever alarming rumors you hear 
from either side don’t believe them. 
There are rumor mongers of all sorts 
in various guises. Treat them with 
contempt. The truth will be told to 

*the public without fear of conceal- 
ment.” 

It was announced today that there is 
no objection to officers in the reserve 
of the air force joining the special con- 
stables or otherwise assisting in main- 
taining the vital services. Their expe- 
rience and discipline, it is believed, will 
be great value to special constables, 
and though they must primarily think 
of their duty to the air force they 
are urged to help wherever needed un- 
til their regular services are required.

The British Worker, mouthpiece of

LORDON, May 7.—Much interest ‘has 
been aroused by the colloquy engaged

J. H. Thomas and Ramsay MacDonald, 
the Labor Party leaders, in ‘the Com- 
mons during the strike debate on 
Wednesday, a summary of which ap- 
peared in THE New YorRK TIMES. 
Their remarks in full are subjoined. 

Lord Hugh Cecil (surly in order to 
score a party point): “It is not legiti- 
mate to inflict all the sufferings*of a 
general strike on the community.’ The 
general atrike is a menace to the au- 
thority of Parliament. It is an attack 
om the State, not a step ina trade dis- 
pute. It is for that reason it seems 
to us unreasonable that the general 
strike is not to be withdrawn except 
upon settlement of a. trade dispute. 

“The stopping of The Daily 1 was 
a most astonishing thing. It was an 
extremely significant thing, because 
it seems to be impossible to work it 
into any end except a revolutionary 
end. Mr. Thomas and his right hon- 
orable friends were in closé touch with 
the miners’ point of view. If they had 
a formula why didn’t they go to the 
Prime Minister and say: 

Wo have got a formula. This will 
satisfy the miners. What have you to 
say about it?’ P 

“The door was never shut.” 


Says Settlement Was Possible. 


J. H. Thomas: ‘At 11 o’clock Sun- 
day night we had no formula but the 


Prime Minister’s own words in writ- 
ing. The Trades Union Council not 
}only accepted it but said they would 
take the responsibility of telling the 
miners that they had accepted it. 
[Ministerial cries of ‘‘What was it?’’] 

“The words which the Prime Minis- 
ter himself had tten down as being 
a common basis of settlement [cheers 
and Ministerial cries of ‘““‘What were 
they?”’] we knew nothing about The 
Daily Mail incident. When the inter- 
ests of the country were at stake the 
incident of The Daily Mail ought not 
to havé prevented us from coming to 
an agreement.’’ 

Mr. Baldwin (who had entered the 
fHouse while Mr. Thomas was speak- 
ing, but after the latter’s reference to 
Sunday night): ‘‘What I and those of 
my colleagues who were negotiating 
with me were endeavoring to do was 
to get an assurance from the Trades 
Union Council that they felt confi- 
dent, or some equivalent of the. word, 
that a settlement would be arrived at 
on the lines of the report (of the Royal 
Coal Commission) meant acceptance of 
the report. 

“I am honestly not very clear 
whether or not it was said that even- 
ing that those who were speaking to 
me and my .colleagues were satisfied 
about that. ° t-I was clear about 
was that they were going to see the 
miners on the subject and to see if 
they could get such assurance so that 
they could say to me that the miners 
as well as the Trades Union Council 
could give such assurance, because ac- 
ceptance of the Council without the 
miners would not have been a suffi- 
cient guarantee for the Government, 
because the Council were not plenipo- 
tentiaries: they were acting for the 
ers. 

“They went to see the miners at 
about 11 o’clock. I was in a position 
of great anxiety n ting, as I told 
the House on Monday, under threat. 
I doubted whether it was wise, but 
ran the risk in view of the gravity of 
the situation. 

“It was while the Trades Union 
Council were seeing the miners and 
while I and my colleagues were ex- 
plaining to the Cabinet what we hoped 
for that we learned by telephone that 
the first active overt move in the great 
strike was being actually made of try- 
ing to suppress the press. We felt 
that in those cases the whole situation 
‘was completely changed. We felt this 
was more than a threat: it was direct 
action, and direct action, in my view, 
of the worst kind, becauge it was try- 
ing to suppress the possibility of the 
dissemination of news to. the public. 
In those cases, with infinite regret, 
we had to take a stand; we could go 
no further. What. Mr. Thomas has 
said has confirmed the view that there 
was every hope of an agreement being 
reached which would have enabled us 
to continue the discussions at 11 
o’clock had it not been for that dec- 
laration of an urgent strike.” 


Ramsay MacDonald’s Version. 


Ramsty MacDonald: ‘“‘So far as it 
was reported to me immediately after- 
ward, the statement made by the 
Prime Minister is perfectly accurate, 
and that, to me, is the sorrow of the 
whole thing.

LONDON, May 7.—‘‘The Dabor front 
is as solid as it was yesterday” was 
the first sentence in the official state- 
ment today of the British strikers.

WHOLE NATION AFFECTED 





The Times Is Issued at Nearly Nor- 
‘mal Size—Paper Shortage Halts 
the Workers’ Organ.

LONDON, May 7.—If the first gen- 
eral strike in England’s history vas 
based in principle on the question of 
the miners’ wages, it was precipitated 
in fact by the move made by the news- 
paper unions against the freedom of 
the press. q ; 

Four days have passed since it be- 
gan. The question of the miners’ 
wages has almost faded from the 
minds of the general public, but the 
liberty of the press still is very much 
to the fore. 

Lack of newspapers during the first 
two days of the strike influenced the 
whole psychology of the nation. In the 
absence of authoritative statements, 
the wildest rumors gained circulation 
and a situation of apprehension and 
uncertainty if not of panic prevailed. 

It was a psychology that made for 
success of the strike, as its leaders 
had no doubt shrewdly ‘envisaged 
when they laid their plans. It gave 
warrant to the prediction made by, 
many acute observers that labor’s dar- 
ing coup would stand or fall accord- 
ing to the success or failure of its 
effort to still the throbbing pulses of 
Fleet Street. ; 

If such predictions are accurate, the 
strike has already failed. Of eleven 
London morning papers, five are ndw 
publishing in some form and have so 
published every morning since the 
strike began. The exigencies of the 
time have given birth to two new 
publications, The British Gazette, the 
first national newspaper ever issted 
in England, and The British Worker, 
published at The Daily Herald offices 
* by the strikers themselves. Strange 
mushroom growths, reminiscent of 
London of two centuries ago, have 
also sprung up from the unhealthy 
soil of the general industrial conflict. 
Many are published for profit and 
some are printed for propaganda. A 
few were of such a character as, to 
bring their distributers to jail. 


Morning Post in New Form. 


The British Gazette is The Morning 
Post in a new and shrunken form. It 


is published from The Morning Post’s 
offices and is compiled by The. Morn- 
ing Post staff, with the assistance of 
. some volunteers from other newspa- 
pers. But it is a Government publica- 
tion, on the same basis, apparently, 
as any other product of his Majesty’s 
. Stationery Office, and Labor. members 
urged in the House of Commogs the 
other night that its contents were 
liable to discussion by Parliament as 
if it were any other official white 
aper. , & 

It is edited by England's Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Winston Churchill, 
who, among other colorful réles, has 
in his time played that of journalist 
with no inconsiderable success. 

Its first edition, containing half a 
column of ‘Zoo Notes,’ raised some 
hopes that it might cater to a more 
frivolous public than that which usu- 
ally peruses official publications. These 
hopes, however, were not fulfilled. 

The British Worker, which is the 
strikers’ equivalent to Chancellor 
Churchill’s product, has been free in 
its production from the labor difficul- 
ties which have harassed its riyals. 
Its staff, on the other hand, have had 
to publish their paper, not exactly with 
the hand of a policeman on their shoul- 
ders, but certainly with his cold and 
critical eye on their efforts. Tonight’s 
edition has shrunk to half the size of 
that originally produced, and it ts said 
that it will be the last. There is no 
lack of labor, but there is a shortage 
of paper, and it is said that if they 
were willing to unbosom themselves 
the authorities might be able to say 
how that shortage came about. 


London Times Nearly Normal. 


Of the more regularly established 
journals which have managed to pub- 
lish, The London Times has been able 
to produce. a publication most nearly 
approximating the normal. . Wednes- 
day morning’s tiny mimeographed edi- 
tions represented the maximum suc- 
cess of the strikers’ effort to hush 
“The Thunderer,’” but that still small 
voice had grown on Thursday morning 
to a four-page paper with nothing ex- 
cept its slimness to differentiate it 
from other products of Printing House 
Square. It was complete, even if 
condensed, from the leader to the court 
circular. It even printed, as not even 
the officially produced British Gazette 
has sought to do, an advertisement. 
Births, marriages and deaths, which, 
so far as the general public knew, had 
ceased with commencement of the 
strike, were chronicled as usual on its 
front page. With such reassurance 
that nature was taking its course, 
strike or no strike, the British public 
breathed more easily. 

The tale of how The Times succeeded 
in ——— unbroken the continuity 
of its almost 200 years of publication 
is romance in itself. It was deprived 
of every member of its. mechanical 
staff from printers to pressmen and 
harassed by the strikers as no other 
London paper has been. One hectic 
night saw an effort to set fire to its 
buildi and an attempt to throw 
copies of the paper into the street as 
they were being loaded into vans for 
distribution. But the fire was ex- 
-tinguished and the.attackers held off.

The Daily Mail, the refusal of whose 
employes to produce the paper last 
Monday morning because of their dis- 
like of its leading article was the first 
act in the general strike and reason 
why the Government terminated nego- 
tlations with the labor executives, has| 
published every day since. Monday’s 
paper was published in Manchester and 
brought to London. Tuesday’s edition 
was printed both in London and Man- 
chester. On Wednesday the paper was 
printed here by a special process, and 
a large number of copies of The Paris 
Daily Mail were brought to London 
by airplane.

BALDWIN AND THOMAS MEET 


Premier and Labor Leader Believed 
to Have Sought Peace Formula. 


LONDON, May 7 (4).—Premier Bald- 
win and James Henry Thomas, one of 
the labor leaders, are understood to 
haye conferred late last night.

“WASHINGTON, May 7.—That the

continues for six weeks, will — 
affect American export trade in grains, 
meats and cotton, and that the gen- 
eral effect on American business would 
be unfavorable, was the opinion ex- 

ressed by several leading business ex- 
—8 according to an announce- 
ment made today by Nation’s Busi- 
ness, the official publication of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 

“From practically every source,’’ the 
announcement stated, ‘‘the opinion was 
expressed that the interdependence of 
nations is so great today that one na- 

~ tion could not suffer an industrial dis- 
turbance —— having effect on 
other nations.’ ⸗ 

Julius H. Barnes, former head of the 
United States Grain Corporation, re- 
plied as follows to the Chamber’s in- 
quiry: 

“Six 'weeks of a complete general 
strike in Great Britain would seriously 
affect American grain export, since 
Great Britain imports about 25 per 
eent. of the weekly overseas wheat 
and flour movement.” 

L. D. H. Weld of Swift & Co., meat 
packers of Chicago, sent this reply: 

“Tf the British strike lasts six weeks 
I do not believe it would have serious 
effect on American business in gen- 
eral, but might slow down our export 
trade in-pork products.” 

“Every day the general strike con- 
tinues,” George H. McFadden of Phil- 
adelphia, cotton yrter, stated, ‘‘un- 
favorably affects“exports of cotton 
from the United States, as such strike 
diminishes the purchasing power of the 

_ British consumer of goods manufac- 
tured from American cotton, and ex- 
tension of -the strike to the British 
textile industry will still further af- 
fect our cotton exports, as the ten- 
dency will be to substitute other cot- 
tons in the manufacture of goods in 
the present English foreign markets.” 

S. Pemberton Hutchinson of the 
Westmoreland Coal Company of Phila- 
delphia sent this reply: x 

“Continued strike might have tempo- 
rary beneficial effect on exports of 
American coal, but in the long run 
the effect on American business would 
be bad, as one or our best customers 
would be seriously crippled in purchas- 
ing power.”’ 

Frank Greene,, managing editor of 
Bradstreet’s, makes a summary of the 
general strike situation in a monthly 
review to appear in the next issue of 
Nation’s Business. 

“The British strike,”” Mr. Greene 
writes, ‘“‘has not been in operation long 
enough to give a fair line on its ulti- 
Mate effects on American interests. 
The first effects here were a sharp 
decline in stocks, cotton and gratin, but 
stocks rallied quickly, then dulled. 
Cotton and grain came back more 
slowly, mainly on American weather 
reports, however. Some firming of pig 
iron prices is reported and there is 
some talk that American coal, steel 
and coke and possibly some textiles 
may find wider markets if the strike is 
prolonged. ¥ 

“Prophecy in a matter like this is 
proverbially dangerous and rather 
savors of dividing up the clothes of a 
sufferer before he is actually dead. It 
might be easier to figure out loss to 


Great Britain from seizure of its mar- 


kets by other countries than to say 
st how possible gains to others will 
e apportioned. 
“‘With reference to American partici- 
ation in those profits, it might be well 
Oo remember that Great Britain is a 
heavy consumer of American ma- 
terials, which may or may not go 
elsewhere if that country is crippled. 
Then, too, some continental goods in- 
tended for Britain but rendered sur- 
* by the strike might conceivably 
e thrown on our own markets to the 
displacement of our own products. It 
may be that we stand to lose consider- 
able business in some directions even 
if we gain in others, and the margin 
of net. gain to our business interests, 
age the possible early settlement of 
o strike, seems highly speculative.” 





LOCAL MARKETS ARE QUIET. 


Strike Continues to Keep Down 
Trading—Exchanges Steady. 
Trading on the New York Stock Ex- 
change again was held down to a 
amall volume by the British: strike 
yesterday, but a fair amount of ac- 
tivity developed late in the session at 
declining price levels. Sales for the 
day were 796,410 shares, which was 
an irftrease over the previous day’s 
transactions, but far below the aver- 

age so far this year. 

A dull.tone, at fairly stable price 
levels, prevailed in most other mar- 
kets. Sterling was unchanged for the 
day and there was little variation in 
the rates on Continental currencies. 
Cotton, wheat and other commodities 
‘were lower, but the selling was based 
on domestic crop news rather than on 
the strike situation. 

In spite of the feeling in financial 
circles that the British strike is to be 
of short duration a spirit of caution 
still exists and few leaders are willing 
‘to take a decided stand until the pros- 
pects for a settlement become clearer. 

The stock market was firm in the 
early dealings, after which pronounced 
dullness set in. In the afternoon rather 
brisk selling developed in several ‘sec- 
‘tions of the list which, meeting with 
little buying support, caused declines 
which ranged from a fraction to as 
much as 3 points. Not all the activity 
was on the selling side, however, as 
several specialties showed moderate 
gains in price. 

Sterling exchange moved within a 
Marrow range and closed at $4.85, 
which was unchanged from the pre- 
vious day’s final figure. Commercial 
buying of sterling again was in. evi- 
dence, and the market apparently has 
become stabilized at the present level 
until something definite develops in 
the way of strike news.

ARE MIMEOGRAPHED 


The Spectator and The Outlook 
Are Small Bunches of Sheets 
Printed on Both Sides.

was beginning to get accustomed to the 
strange makeshift editions of the news- 


papers, cut down to almost nothing as 
a result of the strike, it got a new 
shock today when some of the famous 
British weeklies appeared in similar 
curtailed form. 

But whereas the newspapers issued 
during the strike, no matter how small 
and bereft of news. weré nevertheless 
actual printed publications, The Spec- 
tator and The Outlook, two of the most 
noted British weeklies, appeared tcday 
as a mere bunch of mimeographed 
sheets, fastened together at the upper 
lefthand corner like an ordinary manu- 
script. The Spectator consists this week 
of four such sheets with typewriting 
on both sides, while The Outlook has 
six sheets, typed only on one side. 

Of the two, The Outlook is the hand- 
somer, since the typing is clearer and 
the title of the paper at the top of the 
first page is regularly printed. 

At the foot of one of The Spécta- 
tor’s pages it. was said that the pub- 
lication was made by means of the 
Gestener duplicating machine. Then 
follows an announéement§printed regu- 
larly in every issue of the weekly to 
the effect that it will be supplied at 
so much per month to any one de- 
siring it, quite as if nothing whatever 
had happened to the staid old publica- 
tion. 

The humble, mimeographed strike 
editions of The Spectator and The 
Outlook have not cowed their editors 
in the slightest. Both papers breathe 
vigorous mimeographed defiance 
against the strikers. In The Outlook, 
for instance, the following editorial is 
printed, or rather mimeographed: ‘‘It 
is necessary that we should be quite 
clear about the essentials. It is con- 
ceivable that the Government may be 
open to criticism with regard to the 
conduct of the coal negotiations. But 
no mental reservations of this sort 
should blind us to the main fact of 
the situation, that the trade union 
leaders have called a general strike 
because their — in regard to the 
situation were not accepted by the 
Government. It is this fact which must 
be decisive for all good citizens. A 
local or sectional strike is an act of 
reprisal against an individual employer 
or a series of employers, which may 
or may not be justified, both in reason 
and by issue of the event. 

“A general strike is an act of re- 
prisal against the whole nation, and 
it cannot possibly be justified either 
in reason or by any conceivable is- 
sue of the event. There can be no 
question on which side we should 
range ourselves in the struggle. It is 
a case of either the Trade Union Con- 
gress or the nation. For all those who 
believe in orderly government and de- 
velopment there can be no shadow of 
a doubt about their decision. We are 
now in the midst of the struggle. So 
far asthe Government is concerned, 
there can be no end until the chal- 
lenge is definitely withdrawn. An 
Government which capitulated in the 
face of such a threat would abdicate 
its authority. The Government did not 
seek the struggle. It is not a na- 
tional lockout. The only charge that 
can be made against the Government 
is that it did not accept the injunc- 
tions of the Trade Union Congress.” 

The spectators’ leading mimeo- 
graphed blast against the strikers 
contains the following: “If labor, in 
order to win, were able to make the 
Government impossible, the Trades 
Union Congress would be the only al- 
ternative to the Government. The is- 
sue has only to be stated in that way, 
for it is plain that the Government 
must be supported in all its efforts to 
maintain life, steadiness and the peace 
of the nation. The Trade Union Con- 
gress could have no authority what- 
ever to rule ex€ept the. authority 
which belongs generally to dictators 
of strength or successful usurpation.”

RUSSIAN WORKERS ~ 
RAISE STRIKE FUND 


Members Are Taxed Part.of a 
Day’s Pay to Aid the 
- British Unions.

MOSCOW, May 7.—Upward ofa half 
million rubles already have been sub- 
scribed mm Russia for the aid of the 
British strikers. 
President Tomski of the Russian La- 
bor Federations issued an appeal coun- 
tersigned by the Presidents or Secre- 
taries of the twemty-five principal fed- 
erations, to every member to contribute 
a quarter of one day’s pay. On the 
average, this would not amount to 
more than 25 cents-per head, the Rus- 
sian standard is so low. But if half 
the members respond to the appeal, 
Ywhich is likely enough, considering the 
genuine interest in the striké, it would 
produce another half million rubles. 

From the Russian. viewpoint, the 
British strike is vastly important, 
since the enthusiasm of the working 
masses has been revived here and to 
some extent has taken their minds 
from .their own economic crisis. While 
conditions here are already beginning 
to improve, goods still are scarce, 
prices are high, wages are low and un- 
employment is great, although now it 
is decreasing. The Baku fair attracted 
large supplies of Persian cotton, which 
were purchased below the American 
rates. As a resgit a number of tex- 
tile factories recently shut down are 
now reopened, and there have been 
many drastic cuts in overhead. 

Quibeshef, Commissar of Inspection 
of the Peasants and Workers, who is 
one of the most important new“ fig- 
ures in Soviet Russia and the trusted 
lieutenant of Stalin, issued a statement 
by radio today describing the working 
of his commissariat in reducing the 
administrative staffs of the various 
State organizations. It found cooper- 
ative associations’ employing no less 
than 400,000 persons in administrative 
work at a cost of 80,000,000 rubles an- 
nually. This has been reduced. by 
more than a third. Quibeshef gives a 
list of organizations in which the 
staffs were cut 20 or 30 per cent. 

Of the State Kinematograph trust 
he said: ‘‘There reigned an unbridled 
bA&cchanalia. Money was wasted in 
every. direction, no proper accounts 
were kept and graft of all kinds was 
rampant.’’ Incidentally, there are at 
least fifty administrators of the kino 


trust, including some of the best- 
—— producers, who have been ar- 
rested. 


Optimistic figures have been received 
from the Ukraine, where it was an- 
nounced that industrial production for 
the first half of this year was 63 per 
cent. greater than in the same period 
last year. The total-area planted in 
grain also was increased by 4% per 
cent. The long queues which were 
waiting in the Moscow steéets for goods 
three weeks ago have now disappeared. 
In addition to these material improve- 
ments comes the moral effect of the 
British strike, the effect being height- 
ened by the general subscriptions, 
however small, which give the individ- 
ual Russian a personal interest in the 
strike. It was literally a godsend to 
the rulers of Russia.

PARIS, May %.—Something of the 
bigness of the issues involved in the 
challenge of the British trades unions 
and in the struggle between them and 
the constitutional authority of their 
country is being shown in the attitude 
of labor unions; abroad. 

Today the Administrative Committee 
of the French Labor Confederation, 
after a long meeting, gave its approval 
to action taken by its component 
members of the Miners’, Railway 
Men's, Dockers’ and Seamen’s unions 
in refusing to handle any exports from 
England which would enable the Gov- 
ernment forces and mass of the people 
to continue resistancé to the trade 
union hold-up. The committe@decided 
to send immediate financial aid to the 
English strikers and to urge the 
various component syndicates of their 
union to do the same. . 

The committee’s declaration ended: 

“The Administrative Committee of 
the Federation of Labor proclaims that 
the largeness of the issues involved 
and the social and world importance 
of the conflict demand most vigilant 
and active solidarity on the part of 
‘workers’ unions.’ 


Aid From Other Lands. 


Similar resolutions have beer®voted 
in Germany, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Belgium and Austria, where a levy is 
being -made to help the English 
strikers. Even from India help is be- 
ing sent by the Pan-Hindu Union and 
the conflict is beginning rapidly to as- 
sume a larger aspect than the domestic 
British quarrel. ‘

more than at first as political in its 
undercurrent and origin. -It is no 
longer ascribed to a clash about the 
miners’ hours and wages, but as a 
conflict between two political concep-

Thus the Matin correspondent in 
London writes: 

“Bolshevism, conceived in one of the 
most primitive countries of the globe, 
obviously could not be applied to a 
nation like England. While on the 
banks of the Neva the cry was raised, 
‘All power to the Soviets,’ here on the 
banks of the Thames in the densest 
populated quarters of the East End 
one hears soapbox orators cry ‘All 
power to the trade unions.’ At the 
bottom it is the same thing except in 
its manner, which is here gentle, legal, 
humane and civilized.” 

It is evident that the growing divi- 
sion of every country into two camps 
of parliamentarians on the one side 
and syndicalists on the other is lead- 
ing the French and Belgians to show 
sides in the English conflict. Their 
own troubles are for the moment dif- 
ferent, but the same split in authority 
and wish for the development of 
syndicalism is as marked here as in 
England or elsewhere. 


Civil Servants Renew Demands. 


Civil servants, whose right to form a 
trade union was granted some time ago, 
have started agitating again for an in- 
crease of pay. There have been par- 
tial: strikes during the last two days in 
“several administrative departments 
and the trouble looks like spreading. 

Here in a country of falling money 
value and rising prices these public 
employes are the first and worst hit. 
Their salaries are fixed, while the 
workers’ wages rise with the cost of 
living on a much more even scale.

‘\$32 a ton, c. i. t᷑. New York, was can- 
celled a few days after the Inter- 
National Railmakers Association was 
formed, because of an agreement 
which prevented firms adhering to the 
compact from selling their products 
in other countries. 

French manufacturers of other steel 
products, who are reported as inter- 
ested in winning new markets during 
the British general strike, are attack- 
fing the problem from several angles. 
The greatest difficulty faced is ob- 
taining adequate ocean shipping, which 
must be diverted from the customary 


channels to a certain degree without 
there being the certainty that the re- 
arrangement will be permanent.

idea of legislation needed to help the 
farmer. : 

In his Chicago speech President 
Coolidge denounced as unsound the 
proposal to take care of surpluses, the 
essential feature of the Haugen bill, 
and advocated a more flexible credit 
system for the farmers. This credit 
system is provided in the Tincher bill, 
which provides a revolving fund of 
$100,000,000 and continues the system 
established by the War Finance Cor- 
poration for loaning money to farmers. 

In an effort to win support for the 
anti-prohibition movement among the 
iarge farming population of the West, 
the wet bloc in Congress has decided 
to make an oratorical demonstration 
in connection with pending bills, pro- 
posing the creation of Government 
agencies to dispose of surplus output 
with a view to stabilizing the prices 
of farm products, 

Following the announcement made 
yesterday by Representative Black of 
New. York that legalization’ of light 
wines and beer would do much to 
solve the farm problem, Representa-

tural Year Book, which discussed the 
“effect of prohibition” in this manner: 
“The most recent-factor affecting the 
production of barley has been the pro- 
hibition of brewing. This came at a 
time when a very fundamental change 
in barley production was taking place. 
The high acre yield of barley in pounds 
of feed* was being recognized in the 
increased acreage of the crops and in 
the percentage of the crops fed on the 
farms where grown. 

“The percentage of the barley moved 
out of the country where grown was 
increasing steadily before the prohibi- 
tion of brewing. This legislation did 
not cause any abrupt acceleration of 
the movement. 


Tells of Fall in Wheat. 


“Before prohfbition,’’ said Mr. Black, 
“there were’ produced about 3,500,000 
bushels of products going into the 


manufacture of fermented beverages— 
malt, hops, ricé, corn, cerealine, grape 
sugar, maltase, glucose and grits. 
When prohibition went into effect 
wheat fell $3 to $1 a bushel. In 1920 
there were 883,000,000 bushels of wheat 
produced, worth $1,197,000,000. In 1924 
this production, due to the dry law, 
had increased to 872,000,000 bushels, yet 
the value had fallen to $1,136,000,000. 
What a price the farmer must pay for 
his fanaticism! 

“There are any amount of figures 
to show the harm prohibition has done 
to the American farmer, but I only 
give a few. In 1918 there were pro- 
duced 256,000,000 bushels of barley, 
worth $234,000,000. When prohibition 
went into effect this fell until in 1924 
only 187,000,000 bushels were produced, 
at a value of $137,000,000. It is shock- 
ote that in 1921 the value of 
barley fell as low: as $64,000,000. Each 
year represents a severe loss. These 
figures all come from the Department 
of Agriculture, and are not faked up 
like those of the Anti-Saloon League. 
“Acording to the department tables, 
the index price of barley in 1919 was 
120.6 .cents. This fell to 73.1 in 1924, 
and was as low as 41.9 in 1921, at 
which date, I presume, bootlegging be- 
came better organized in the United 
States. 

“Let us see what this did to wheat. 
It increased the crop to a state of 
bloated, swoHen overproduction, as is 
shown by the fact that the index num- 
ber for this product was 214.9 in 1919 
and 130.2 in 1924. Finally, let us note 
with sadness and compassion that the 
total crop value: in ,1919, before the 
withering effect of prohibition reached 
the farm, was $24,000,000, and that in

Following up their fight on the Vol- 
stead law, the wet advocates plan to 
hold a meeting next week with a view 
to agreeing on a definite program of 
modification.

000,000. However, it is doubtful to 
many if subsidies will offer the solu- 
tion. A subsidy is always a millstone 
around the neck of an industry, and, 
as in the case of the English coal 
mines, eventually aggravates the very 
condition it is meant to relieve.

May Grand Juries on the matter.

‘ method of procedure because, with the 
publicity which would attend it, there 
is always danger of damaging the rep- 
utation ‘of perfectly innocent persons, 
a@ result which will be obviated by the 
Grand Jury method.” 

Assistant District Attorney Ferdi- 
mand Pecora said he had received 
word from District Attorney John E. 
McGeehan in the Bronx that, in Mr. 
McGeehan’s opinion, a John Doe inves- 
tigation in New York County might 
hamper him in the prosecution of 
Thomas J. Clougher, twice indicted for 
bribery in connection with the ailk 
scandal in Bronx County. Clougher, 
who was Secretary to former Health 
Commissioner Frank J. Monaghan, 
will be tried this month or early in 
June, Mr. McGeehan said. 


Witness Fails to Talk. 


Dr. Harris and Mr. Pecora held a

’ mitted that one witness from whom 
valuable evidence had been expected 
had’ failed to talk. 

Dr. Harris said that Harry Danziger, 
milk dealer of Middle Village, Queens, 

‘ who is under indictment in the Bronx 
and Queens, used his influence with 
the Health Department during the ad- 
ministration of Dr. Monaghan as 
Health Commissioner to obtain che 
lifting of embargoes against dealers 
in illicit milk and cream. 

“T find,’’ said Dr. Harris, ‘‘that num- 
bers of small dealers who were guilty 
of adulterating milk and cream, or of 
miislabeling shipments from unap- 
proved sources, were subjected during 
the previous administration in the 
Health Department to a so-called em- 
bargo. Their business was held up by 
this means for varying lengths of 
time. 

“It has developed that not infre- 
quently these embargoes were lifted 
through the influence of Danziger and 
former members of the Special Service 
Squad, which has now been abolished, 





and that the department’s object of 
protecting the city, from such milk and 
cream was thereby defeated.”

Since that experience they have aban- 
doned the airplane altogether in their 
exploring work. 

We are taking up their project where 
they dropped it and enlarging thereon. 
That is because I do not agree that 
their experience last year was conclu- 
sive against the airplane’s suitability 
for Arctic exploration. — 

My principal reasons for disagreeing 
are two. Firstly, they had very heavy 
flying boats, which compelled them to 
cut their gasoline supply to the strict 
minimum; secondly, their planes had 
only two motors each, and beth were 
necessary to keep in the air with the 
heavy load they were carrying. This 
meant that trouble with any one of the 
four motors would force them down, 
and that is what happened. 

In our case, the plane is extremely 
light for the power. Captain Amund- 
gen and Mr. Ellsworth could carry 
fuel for only sixteen hours, while the 
Fokker can take enough for twenty- 
five. We also are taking only two 
men, Bennet and myself while they 
took three in each plane, with the ad- 
dition of many hundred weight of load, 
including extra food and equipment. 

Furthermore, our plane has three 
— motors, any two of which can 

eep it flying with a full load, while 
if, by some freak or chance, two 
s.on %ed, the third could maintain us in 
flight long enough to choose a safe 
landing place. 

This simple computation makes it 
clear that our risks of motor trouble 
are comparatively slight.

Application to Close New Jersey 
Spans in Rush Hours Made 
to War Department. . 


RAIL HEADS FOR THE PLAN 


Say at Hearing That Present System 
Disrupts Train Service—Oppo- 
nents Also Heard. 


Formal application to the War De- 
partment for the closing of drawbridges 
over Newark Bay and the Hack- 
ensack and Passaic rivers during the 
morning and evening rush hours was 
filed yesterday at a hearing conducted 
hy Brig. Gen. Herbert Deakyne of the 
Second Engineering District, in the 
assembly room of the Newark Chamber 
Railroad executives and 
representatives of New Jersey State 
and city organizations joined with 
groups of commuters in support of the 


‘ .@pplication. 


J. Spencer Smith, President of the 
New-Jersey State Board of Commerce 
and Navigation, declared. that the 
school funds of the State would suffer 
through the issuance of the proposed 
order, as the value of riparian rights 
would be reduced and the income from 
that source, which the State devotes to 
achools, would be reduced. 

Bertram Saunders, Chairman of the 
North Jersey Transit Commission, and 
A. W. Coffin, Secretary, submitted 
statistics gathered by the ‘commission, 
which favors the application. They as- 
serted that 350,000 persons from nine 
counties of Northern New Jersey were 
carried over the bridges daily on week- 
days. They declared that commuter 
service would be improved 12 to 15 
per cent. by the closing of bridges 
during the rush hours. 

Speakers for the application declared 
that commuters were the backbone of 
the population of Northern New Jersey 
and that delays caused by open bridges 
during the commuting rush hours dis+ 
couraged many New York people from 
moving into New Jersey. Railroad 
executive: declared that increased 
commuter traffic was taxing all the 
available facilities of the roads, and 
that confusion and serious disarrange- 
ment of schedules result from the 
opening of bridges.

The Yankees emerged from the com-

STEVENS RESPECTS TIGERS 





Says He Expects Close Battle. In 
Varsity Event—Logg Silent on 
Princeton’s Chances.

PRINCETON, N. J., May 7.—Lake 
Carnegie’s waters were broken by the 
oars of Princeton, Harvard and M. I. 
T. crews nearly all day today, six com- 

binations working out over the smooth 
surface of the lake in perfect rowing 
weather. The three visiting crews took 
both morning and afternoon workouts 
in preparation-for the first regatta of 
the Princeton sea8on here tomorrow 
afternoon. 

‘Coach Ed Stevens of Harvard stated 
after practice today: 

“We anticipate a close race. I am 
in no way underestimating the Prince-: 
ton crew, although I understand we 
are favorites. Our drill. since we left. 
Princeton two weeks ago has 

poor, due to rough water. However, I 
have moved Captain Winthrop back to/ 
strok@and he will pace _ boat in the 
race tomorrow.” 

The full day of practice —— this 
morning when the Harvard varsity and 
junior varsity shells took the -water, 
Both boats rowed the three-mile dis- 
tance to the aqueduct and backj using 
a twenty-four stroke and taki sev- 
eral racing starts. They will go 
through the same procedure tomorrow 
morning. 

The Princeton varsity and junior var- 
sity took the water at 5 o’clock, row- 
ing slowly to the aqueduct with = ose 
Logg directing. Not having been on 
the water, they pulled a bit harder 
than the Crimson crews. Their work- 
out lasted three-quarters of an hour.

Kinsey’s Famous Loop Drive ° 
May Tie Europeans in Knot 





French and English Very Likely Will Find Trouble Solving His 


Unorthodox Attack and Checking His Mastery Over the Lob— 


Richards Has Four Chances Against Lacoste. 





Howard Kinsey of San Francisco, 
whose unruffied calm has been undis- 
turbed even when playing before six- 
teen Princes and Princesses of Japan 
on a single occasion, is about to add 
another chapter to,his globe-trotting 
peregrinations. The Californian is ex- 
pected in New York any day now from 
the Pacific Coast preparatory to sail- 


France with Vincent Richards as the 
representatives of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association in the inter- 
national and national play in France 
and England, 

The combination of Richards. and 
Kinsey does not, of course, represent 
the greatest strength of American 
tennis, but in spite of the fact that 
neither Tilden, Johnston nor Dick Wil- 
liams was able to accept a position on 
the team, the United States will be 
well represented in the play ab 
It might have been a happier circ 
stance to have had Tilden and John- 
ston accept nominations and play in 
the jubilee tournament at Wimbledon, 
where the former won the champion- 
ship in’ 1920 and 1921 and Johnston tri- 
umphed in 1923, but the names of 
Richards and Kinsey are known to the 
French and English tennis public and 
both should have big drawing power. 

For the last two years the French 
have cornered the honors at Wimble- 
don. In 1924 Richards was a contémder 
in the singles, but failed to reach the 
semi-final round, losing to Jean Bo- 
rotra in four sets. Borotra and René 
Lacoste met in the concluding round 
and the former was the winner. Last 
year John Hennessey of Indianapolis 

Casey of San Francisco were 
pres’ over as the official representa- 
tives of the U. 8. L. T. A. They gave 
a surprisingly good account of them- 
selves, but again Borotra and Lacoste 
—_ in the title round, the latter win- 


ng. 
-With two players of the calitre of 
Richards and Kinsey the running, 
the United States agaift will have a 
strong chance of taking up whee 
Johnston left off in 1923. That year 
was the last in which the Wimbledon 
tournament carried the designation of 
“‘world’s championship,”’ the title being 
abandoned as a concession to the U. S. 
L. T. A., which had declined to join 
the International Tennis - Federation 
until both the Wimbledon turf classic 
and the French hard court tournament 
at St. Cloud refrained from using the 
designation. Johnston, who also won 
the French tournament in 1923, thus 
may lay claim to the world’s turf and 
hard court titles, unofficial ag they 
were regarded in this country. 


There are four prospects of 4 meeting 
between Richards and Lacoste this 
Summer—in the French hard court 
championships this month, in the inter- 
national match between France and the 
United States early'ih June, in the 
Wimbledon tournament and in the 
American championship. Of course, if 
Richards should be named on the 
Davis Cup team there would be a fifth 
possibility. ' 

The last two meetings between the 
two players commonly regarded as the 
leading pretenders, with Johnston to 
Tilden’s throne, were disastrous for 
Richards. The New York youth did 
not take a set from his opponent either 
in the national indoor championship or 
‘in the international indoor match in 
February.

His loop-drive, in which 
he wraps his racquet around the ball 
with a slicing stroke, is apt to prove 
disconcerting to opponents who will 
meet him for the first time on foreign 
soil. The nonchalance and: sangfroid 
of the Californian likewise are apt-to 
have their effect. ‘There is no player 
on the courts, not even Lacoste, who is 
more disinclined to become flustered in 
the face of adverse_fortune.

Kinsey's grea: feat in tennis so 
far, outside of winning the na- 
tional doubles title with his brother, 
Robert, two years ago, was his vic- 
tory over Johnston at Seabright in 
1924 in the final round. Johnston had 
won the Seabright Bowl for three 
years in a row and apparently no one 
was going to prevent him from gain- 
ing the first leg on the new trophy. 
But Kinsey and his loop-drjve and his 
great mastery in the use of the lob, 
in which he and bis brother are prob- 
ably the ablest exponents in the 
world, ught about Johnston’s down- 
fall in. five sets. 


Seabright has “been the nemesis of 
Johnston in the last two years, just 
as the Longwood Bowl tournament 
was in former years, Last season Dr. 
King defeated Johnston on the first 
day of play. The,Californian unwise- 
ly attempted to play two matches on 
the day of his arrival from the West 
and his lack of :practice on grass was 
partly responsible for one of the big- 
gest surprises of the season. 

Advices from the West ‘Coast, though 
not necessarily: the last word on the 
subject, indicate that Johnston will 


delay his departure for the East this} ¢) 


year. Last Summer he started East 
in July: and played in the Illinois 
championship at Skokie, where he lost 
to Tilden in the final round. No Sea-

EXTREMISTS AND THE STRIKE. 
There is plainly a Left, or Com- 
munist, wing of the Labor ‘Party in 
England. There is also an extremist 
element in the Conservative Party. 
The two constitute the most threaten- 
ing factors in the general strike. Mod- 
eiate men both among the trade 
unionists and in the Government are 
trying to compose the trouble. If let 
alone, they could do it before long. 
Their quiet conferencés together lead: 
to the hope that the strike may soon 
be settled. Strong hints to this 
effect are given by even Labor circles. 
And the latest Government com- 
muniqué strikes a note of doncilia-' 
tion, though without any abatement of 
the determination to break the gen- 
eral strike if it is persisted in. Here 
fis the new and encouraging tone of 
the -official announcement vesterday: 
Undoubtedly it is true that a ma- 
jority of the trade union leaders did 


not intend, when , they launched a | 


general strike, to” raise a constitu- 
tional issue. They drifted weakly 
forward under the pressure of,more . 
extreme men. 


These extreme men are already cry- 
ing out against the Parliamentary La- 
bor leaders who are seeking a com- 
Promise-and a peaceful .settlement. 
This purpose was admitted by the 
,former Labor Prime Minister, Ramsay 
MacDonatp, when he said yesterday: 
“We'are not letting a moment pass 
“unused for some attempt to devise 
“ways of peace and accpmmodation.”’ 
This at once caused the Communists to 
explode. They came out with a mani- 
festo alleging that HenpgerRson, Mac- 
DonaLp and THOMas are working to 
“undo all progress by suggesting that 
“the strikers return to work pending 

resumed negotiations.’’ Words were 
added about, no peace without a vic- 
tory, disruption meaning sure defeat, 
and winning the fight by the “ power 
“of the workmen to tie upenational 
“industry and transportation.’’ 

This is a pretty plain hint of the 
way in which Labor politics is work- 
ing its way into the general strike. 
The whole question of leadership and 
of-policy is directly involved. It is not 
only the older and calmer spirit of 
British trade unionism that is at 
hazard, but the very life of the Labor 
Party as an organization working for 
its ends through constitutional means. 
Even before the strike, a dead set at 
MacDonavp’s headship of the Labor 
Party had been made by malcontents. 
The recent meeting of the Independent 
Labor Party gave vent. to many ex- 
pressions of discontent with Ramsay 
MacDonatp, together with demands 
for much more drastic methods, in- 
cluding “direct action,’” if necessa 
It is these Labor extremists who did 
most to precipitate the general strike 
and who live now ‘in fear that if it 
fails their power will be shattered. 

There can be no mistaking the motive 
which the saner Labor leaders have 
for endeavoring to bring the general 
strike to an end atan early day. They 

' know that it cannot succeed. They 
are keenly aware ofthe increasing 
misery which it is bringing upon mil- 
lions of working people, to say noth- 
ing of others. Nor can they be igpo- 
rant of the immense resentment of 
public opinion against this needless 

Inthe sweeping 
reaction which is certain to set in 
violently, if the thing continues, there 

‘4s every likelihood of repressive legis- 


- lation which, will set back the Labor 


movement in Great Britain for a gen- 
eration. Sensible men in the Labor 
Party see that its very existence as a 
powerful political, body is imperiled. 
if they wish to preserve it, they know | 
t they must try to keep it in the 
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Party, but for its continuance in be- 
ing, when they cast about for an 
escape from the dreadful situation into 
which rash men have plunged the 
Labor movement and the country 
alike. 

The extremists on both sides have 
had their way thus far. It is time 
that they were made to step aside in 
favor of men of a different temper. 
Unless all the present signs are mis- 
leading, there will. soon be developed 
a temper of right English accommoda- 
tion. The Government is using only 
words of truth.and soberness when it 
notifies the nation that the general 
strike cannot possibly win. In their 
hearts, the Labor leaders know this 
to be the fact. Nominal failure of the 
general strike would be a real victory 
for the counsels of moderation and 
compromise on which tle life and use- 
fulness of the Labor Party in the 
future will depend. 





NATIONAL DEFENSE TESTS. 

Secretary Davisyhas ‘come to the 
conclusion that tests of the nation’s 
readiness for the emergency of war 
are not necessary every year. There 
will “probably’’ be none in 1926, 
after two demonstrations in consecu- 
tive years. ‘‘ It is to be hoped,” said 
General PeRSHING on the eve of his 
retirement from active service, ‘‘ that 
**these exercises will be held annu- 
** ally, as only by such practice in the 
“actual performance of these duties 
can we ever prepare our officers as 
** leaders.’’ Yearly observances might 
become perfunctory, it may be sub- 
mitted. They have been seized upon 
by me as sinister proof of milita- 
rism, Governors were asked not to is- 
sue proclamations or call out the Na- 
tional Guard. But exercises have been 
voluntary. Here and there was a poli- 
tician who made a virtue of his indif- 
ference to the defense test. He could 
point to the fact that there was no 
law to compel him to set the volunteer 
forces in/motion. Perhaps it would be 
better to obtain the sanction of Con- 
gress for a defense test at intervals, 
Say every three years, A Government 
is not militaristic that calls men to 
the colors for a day’s emergency train- 
ing every now and then. Secretary 
Davis says: = 

The department is engaged in a 

study of the results of the last two 

tests, with a view to determine the 
wisdom of the policy of holding de-. 
fense tests from time to time, and 
also of drafting the legislation which 
would be-requested of Congress if 
such a policy is, decid upon. 

Why doubt or hesitation? Imagine 
Switzerland giving up training of her 
citizen army because fearful souls saw 
in it a bad example to the world! 
The history of the United States shows 
that it is one of the least militaristic 
of nations. In proportion to popula- 
tion its regular army is smaller than 
that of any other ‘first-class Power. 
With the Atlantic on one side of the 
country and the Pacific on the other, 
aggression by the United States is in- 
conceivable. It is, as Genetal PER- 
SHING has said, “a bugaboo that may 
be dismissed once and for all.’”” The 
plan of a defénse test at stated times 
should not be abandoned. ~ Pacifists 
should be made to read HUIDEKOPER’S 
The Military Unpreparedness of the 
United States’’ from beginning to 
end—and it is a big book. [If the Na- 
tional Defense act is not to be allowed 
to become a dead letter, the regtlar 
army should be maintained as a 
nucleus for expansion, the National 
Guard kept up, the citizens’ training 
camps held every year, and the Re- 
serve Officers’ Corps systematically 
reinforced from colleges and military 
schools. At intervals there should be 
a defense test seriously carried out 
to demonstrate that mobilization of the 
resourtes of the country in men and 
material is practicable. 





RUSTIC JOHN BARLEYCORN. 

According to the Year Book of the 
Department of -Agriculture, bad times 
on the farm are to be ascribed partly 
to prohibition. Representative Black 
of New York. speaking by that 
book, preceeded on his own author- 
ity to place the annual loss in a 
single crop, the barley that no longer 
goes into beer, at $100,000,000. The 
loss in the matter of hops is “ incal- 
culable.’’ Confronted by three farm 
relief bills which a floundering Com- 
mittee on Agriculture has dumped to- 
gether upon a still more distracted 
House—bills which nobody wants, but 
which all Representatives confronted 
by farming constituencies feel obliged 
to take seriously — Representative 
Biack says biandly, * Let good old 
Béer do it!'’ The farmer would have 
prohibition. Sustained through the 
Winter by frosty hard cider from the 
cellarage, soothed by elderberry wine 
and cherry bounce, he exercises his 
moral nature with indignation against 
the city man’s crock of suds. And 
now, tardilyf“the ‘effect of his crusad- 
ing spirit js brought home to him: The 
barley crop alone once yielded him ten 
times as much in farm relief as the 
Aswell bill offers. And so, as Mr. 
Buack& urges, in the eyes of construc- 
tive statesmanship farm relief goes 
hand in hand with relief of urban 
gullets. 

Here, surely, is new light on John 
Barleycorn. Through the ages he has 
| been pictured as a rakish city chap, 
‘the affable familiar spirit that -wets 
the workman’s whistle and whete the

COPPER AND RUBBER. 

Almost simultaneously the British 
Colonial Office announced a policy in- 
tended to raise the price of rubber and 
the Copper Export Association was 
formed to raise the price of copper. 
While the objectives are similar, the 
methods are different. Addressing the 
National Foreign Trade Council, Dr. 
Kern of the Department of Commerce 
said that “ international commercial re- 
“lations are endangered by price-fixing 
and other political intrusions in raw 
“material exports, the costs of which 
**are to-be borne primarily by foreign 
“ consumers.”’ Our copper export as- 
sociation is not at all political. Itisa 
combination which our laws allow in 
foreign trade but forbid at home. Au- 
thorized under the Webb-Pomerene 
law, it aims to represent 90 per cent. 
of the world production. To the ex- 
tent that it takes the surplus off the 
domestic markets it is better able to 
raise home prices. 

Others may complain as. well as. 
Americans, but it is a common griev- 
ance. The copper combine does not 
ask foreign consumers to bear any 
part of our tax levies, and professes 
merely a desire to stabilize the price 
and keep it from falling below cost of 
production. Our Constitution forbids 
an export tax. The British rubber 
export restriction raises prices of ex- 
ports. This isa restriction of trade of 
which there is no example in our large 
exports of many raw materials. Some 
of our laws lay us open to reproach 
for political intrusion in international 
commerce, but in the matter of raw 
materials we are more sinned against 
than sinning. 





RIFF PEACE POSTPONED. 
Three weeks of intensive negotia- 
tions in Morocco have led to nothing. 
The break-down of the Oudja con- 
ference. has occurred on an _ issue 
which, at this distance, is hard to un- 
derstand. France and Spain demanded 
as a preliminary to formal Peace the 
release of all prisoners held by ABD-EL- 
Krim. The Riff chieftain insists on 
making that an item for conference 
discussion. Since ghe decision on that 
point could be only of one kind, it 
would seem that Asp-EL-KRIM has 
never been sanguine of a peace ane 
ment. And yet his representatives have 
professed themselves ready to discuss 
far-reaching concessions. Acknowl- 
edgment of the Sultan of Morocco’s 
authority over the Riff, disarmament, 
a Franco-Spanish gendarmerie for the 
country, and even the elimination of 
ABD-EL-KrIM with his possible de- 
parture from North Africa, have all 
been accepted in principle. Having 
yielded so muth, it is difficult to see 
why the Riff leader balks at a mere 
detail, unlegs there is truth in the ex- 
planation at French headquarters that 
Asp-EL-Krmm's conciliatory attitude 
hitherto was only pretense. 

Lé@ng before the present parleys it 
was generally recognized that the Riff 
leader’s main object was to foment 
discord between France and Spain. 
When he first scored his notable suc- 
cesses over the Spanish forces the re- 
lations between Paris and Madrid were 
such as to encourage this policy. 
There still lingered in France resent- 
ment at Spain’s too perfect neutrality 
during the World War. When dis- 
aster overtook Spanish arms. in 
Morocco, the French were not sparing 
of candid comment on the fighting 
qualities of the Spanish soldier and 
the efficiency of his Generals. 
Asp-EL-Krim’s raid into French terri- 
tory was intended. to encourage 
French pressure on Spain to come to 
terms with the Riff tribesmen. | It 
produced the opposite effect. What 
was intended as indirect pressure 
against Spain became a serious threat 
to the French position in Morocco. 
Asp-fL-Krrm found that he had taken 
on @ much more formidable opponent. 
At the same time Prouxzo pe Rivera 
seems to have decided that, with the 
Spanish armies clinging ‘desperately 
to the edge of tr African’ coast, re- 
sentment against the French was a 
luxury he could not afford. ‘The two 
countries were brought together in- 
stead of being forced further apart.

OUR NEW TEMPLED. _ HILLS. 

The original text of the Public Build- 

ings bill contained the following re- 
striction onthe architecture of post- 
offices, custom houses and other gov- 
ernmental structures: 

In designing and constructing 
buildings under the provisions of this 
act preférence will be given, as far 
as practicable, to standardized types, 

and in other cases, where possible 
and appropriate, to commercial types 
modified to meet. governmental re- 
quirements, rather than to buildings 
of monumental character. 


This offended the esthetic principles 
of various Senators. Some of them 
inquired the object of such a limita- 
tion. An answer was given by Senator 
Bruce of Maryland. He said: 

I will not mention names, but the 
only person I have met at all who 
favored the idea of standardizing the 

buildings was a gentleman who said 
that if that languagé was not put in 
the bill every little town in the coun- 
try would want a Greek temple. I 
said at the time that 1 did not see 
why every little town should not have 
a Greek temple. 

This noble assertion of American 
architectural liberty prevailed. The 
paragraph in question was stricken 
out of the bill without debate. Score 
one more for the classics! If Podunk 
wants to mail its letters in a little 
model of-the Parthenon, it can do so. 
Glorious Ionic and Corinthian pijlars 
will continue to stand in Liberty Cor- 
ners cheek by jowl with squat livery 
stables and grocery stores. In these 
days when the Greek language is hav- 
ing to struggle for its life in our public 
schools and colleges, it is no small 
triumph to have the Senate stand up 
for Greek temples for Americans, if 
Americans want them. Whether they 
are to be constructed of limestone or 
granite, Pentelic or Carrara marble, is 
a question for the contractors, who, in 
their ordinary pretty way. will besiege 
the Treasury and beg their Senators to 
use influence in order that the right 
stone, politically, may be selected, 





TWO KINDS OF LITTLE THEATRES. 

Tonight the four winning plays of 
the Little Theatre competition will re- 
peat their performances of the past 
week. One of them will carry off the 
Belasco Cup. The present tournament 
has drawn large and enthusiastic audi- 
ences and brought many people of the 
commercial theatre to see what the 
amateurs are doing. Last year some 
of the visiting groups lost members to 
Broadway, and it would be surprising 
if similar breaks in the ranks did not 
occur again. Producers have had 
profitable experience with promising 


advantage of the opportunity to watch 
the performance, but entrust plays for 
try-out to a few competent companies. 
, The growing interest shown by the 
theatre in its little brother is mani- 
fested in casual remarks of profes- 
sional stage people. Everywhere that 
theatrical talk goes on is heard gossip 
about little-theatre actors, directors, 
artists and finances, Not much defi- 
nite information’ is to be had of the 
lusty young creature, because its 
} stowth is not at all coordinated ; but 
it is big enough to attract both atten- 
tion and advice. 

Whether the words of counsel ad- 
dressed to the amateur organizations 
can be of assistance to them depends 
on the purpose that animates them. 
The advice given may be roughly 
divided into two schools of thought. 
PBoth assume that the little theatre as 
an integral part of community life has 
come to stay; but after admissior. of 
that open secret their notions of it 
take different directions. One section 
of the professionals sees the little 
theatre as a source of supply for the 
commercial stage; the other thinks of 
it as entertainment for the amateur 
actors and their friends. ‘ 

Heading the first school is the Thea- 
tre Guild, which has grown to com- 
mercial success out of a little theatre. 
Several others, like the Cleveland 
Playhouse and the Provincetown 
Playhouse, have turned professional. 
Many more are ambitious in that di- 
rection and are certain to feel that 
Miss THeresa_ Hevsurn’s credo for 
the little theatre is sound. -As director 
of the Theatre Guild, she believes that 
resident repertory companies in vari- 
ous cities will presently take the place 
or the intermittent road shows and 
that they will spring from the little- 
theatre groups. Therefore she advises 
them to search out all the home talent 
they can, train the young actors with 
the help of paid, experienced direc- 
tors, and keep the work under cover. 
Private striving is better than public 
playing, and society and the serious 
drama should not be mixed. This 
policy makes the little theatre a work- 
shop, nota playground. —~ 

The amateurs who are not cherish- 
ing secret or avowed ambitions to be- 
come professionals receive support 
and comfort from such advocates of 
frolic as Mr. AusTIN STRONG, one of 
the speakers: at the Drama League 
dinner. He suggested that the mem- 
bers might be taking the theatre too 
seriously and urged them to’ enlist

Operation luncheon of the Amer- 
Must ican Society for the 
BeEarly, Control of Cancer, for 


the purpose of raising 
a fund of $1,000,000 to be ased in re- 
search work, Dr. Francis Carter Woop, 
the Vice President of the society and 
himself an investigator of note in this 
field, expressed something like horror at 
the thought of the many persons in the 
metropolitan district who have a cancer 
anti do not know it. At present, he 
said, their malady is easily curable, 
but they will not apply for an ex- 
pert diagnosis until it is so late that 
they are almost beyond help from the 
surgeon. 

After an educational campaign which 
the physicians of Detroit, with the aid 
of the newspapers, recently conducted, 
2,400 persons presented themselves for 
examination at a clinic, and seventy- 
five were found to be the victims of 
cancers that had been entirely unsus- 
pected. Most of these now will be 
saved. Dr. Woop declared that a like 
inquisition here would disclose from 
400 to 500 just such cases. 

Yet it has been announced lately 
that the doctors here are getting their 
cancer cases at a far earlier stage than 
formerly, and by prompt operation are 
able to accomplish what would be im- 
possible after delay. Too frequently, 
however, either the ekistence of the 
malignant growth is not realized, or 
the dread of admitting that it exists 
prevents the only action from which 
there is at present any hope. 

For no “cancer cure,” as yet, has 
been found. Dr. Woop himself, as THE 
Tres already has told, has been work- 
ing for some time with a form of lead 
which justifies something like expecta- 
tion that a successful technique of 
administration will be found. Till 
then, the knife*is the only trustworthy 
weapon against the most dreaded and 
dreadful of human scourges.

matters. 

That there has been a little of such 
discrimination in the past has been 
charged, especially by the more radical 
statesmen in the West. 
radio should not be used in that man- 
ner, but it is at least possible that the 
commission, acting, as it must, like 
Secretary Hoover, through widely scat- 
tered agents, will be no more success- 
ful than he in thwarting the zeal of 
politicians to serve theirgown candi- 
dacies. 

The new bill propoggs much the same 
allotment and control of wave lengths 
as now prevail, but one does not see 
recognition of the need for one great 
reform. There is now much and most 
irritating interference with radio re- 
ception, all entirely needless, as the 
Fesult of using’ receiving sets which, 
when misused, become themselves 
little sending stations, scattering for 
several miles around the howls and 
whistles that are worse even than 
static.

They also admit 
that some of his followers, and espe- 
cially some of his rivals, have gone 
still further and turned what he in- 
tended to be merely a therapeutic de- 
vice into a system of philosophy and 
almost a_religion. 

Most unfortunately for Frevup’s re- 
pute, his theories lend themsélves with 
terrible ease to the uses of ignorance 
and of quackery. Much of what 
passes for psychoanalysis is mere 
vicious honsense Freud has denounced 
these vagaries, but with little effect 
so far as the general public goes, and 
some doctors and some courts have 
been no more heedful of hi8 warnings. 





THE BRITISH STRIKE. 


The Middle Class Stand Against 
Organized Labor. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the situation in Great Britain does 
not get out of hand and eventuate in 
something approximating civil war, we 
are probably going to see how ineffec- 
tive even organized labor is against an 
affronted middle class awakened to 
concerted action by an assault on its 
very life sources. The nation-wide or- 
ganization of this class to meet this 
very emergency has been proceeding 
for months, and it is quite ready to try 
the issue between itself and the arro- 
gant labor class, whieh has taken ad- 
vantage of its heretofore unorganized 
condition to abuse and mulct it ruth- 
lessly for years. 

The world is slow to learn that the 
middle class far outnumbers all other 
classes combined; that it is the middle 
class which pays the taxes, which is 
the great purchasing and investing 
power, and which fights the wars—now 
that labor has largely won exemption 
from_military service through the rec- 
ognition of ‘‘essential industries’’—and 
that the vast, omnipotent force before 
which both capitalists and politicians 
bow called ‘‘public opinion” is really 
middle class opinion. 

But it is learning, and the rise and 
perpetuation in power of the Fascisti 
in Italy—which, was a middle class 
movement in ty—was one good les- 
son.. It got another in this country 
when our own “white collar brigade” 
ran the suburban trains during the 
railroad strike some years ago. It is 
probably going to get a still more em- 
phatic one in Great Britain, when rail- 
ways, motor trucks, power plants and 
other essential activities are manned 
and efficiently run by a roused and in- 
dignant middle class, pledged to uphold 
proved and well-tried institutions, and 
as a protest against the attack on its 
comfort and well-being by an organized 
minority. :

Three Measures Before the House. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a student of farmers’ problems for 
some years, and after a careful exam- 
ination of the three bills now before 
Congress, it appears inconceivable to 
the writer that any man in or out of 
Congress can long hesitate in reaching 
a conclusion as to which should be- 
come a law. 

The Haugen bill calls for an appro- 
priation of $375,000,000 for use in pay- 
ment of losses, costs and charges, pro- 
tection of surpluses, &c. It provides 
for a Federal farm advisory council of 
forty-eight members, four to be elected 
by farm and cooperative associations 


Bank districts. The council nominates 
thirty-six men to the President, three 
from each land bank district, as eli- 
gible for appointment to a Federal 
farm board which is “established in 
the Department of Agriculture.” The 
President appoints twelve of these 
thirty-six men to said board with the 
consent of the Senate, The Secretary 
of Agriculture is a member of the 
board. 

Among other things, this board is to 
furnish on request its recommenda- 
tions as to disposition of any agricul- 
tural commodity, or any surplus there- 
of, and as to its financing. The basic 
agricultural products covered are cot- 
ton, wheat, corn, butter, cattle and 
swine. Qthers may be added later. 

An equalization fee is provided after 
two years to be originally paid by the 
producer, and the Federal Farm Board 
may require any person who buys a 
basic agricultural commodity from the 
producer to file returns under oath and 
report the amount of equalization fee 
payable thereon, and also to collect 
the fee from the producer and account 
for it. Failure to do this makes the 
purchaser liable for the full fee and a 
50 per cent. penalty. This means that 
every one of the thousands of people 
who go into the country on week-ends 
and buy certain farm products for their 
table supplies would have to collet 
the-fee from the producer and account 
for it or be subject to the penalty. 

The advocates of, the Haugen bill 
estimate the equalization fee on wheat 
at 8 centsea bushel. While it would 
probably be much more, figuring it at 
8 cents would m a payment by the 
farmers of $64,000,000 on the annual 
average of 800,000,000 bushels. 

The Tincher bill seeks an appropria- 
tion /of $100,000,000 for use in making 
loans to any cooperative marketing as- 
sociation, which loans may or may not 
be secured. It also calls for $500,000 
for expenses to be incurred prior to 


It provides for a Federal farm ad- 
visory council of thirty-six members, 
three to be elected from each of the 
twelve land bank districts. The council 
nominates to the President eighteen 
men eligible for a farmers’ marketing 
commission, and the President appoints 
six of them to that commission with 
the consent of the Senate. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is also a member. 

The Aswell bill asks for an appro- 
priation of $10,000,000 as a revolving 
loan fund available until Dec. 31, 1936, 
to bear interest at 4% per cent. until 
repaid from assessments on agricul- 
tural commodities to be collected from 
the producer. 

Under this bill a national farm mar- 
keting association is provided for com- 
posed of twelve men. The Board of 
Directors is made up of six of the 
twelve members of the national asso- 
‘ciation, elected from their own num- 
her, each of the three farm organiza- 
tions having two representatives as 
directors. 

The country is divided into zones and 
the national association organizes in- 
terstate zone cooperative marketing 
associations in the several States. 
Each interstate association selects 
seven directors to handle operations in 
its zone. The national association pro- 
vides jointly with the interstate zone 
associations for a commodity assess- 
ment against members of the interstate 
zone associations of fees to be paid by 
the producers sufficient to meet ex- 
penses, to repay the loan of $10,000,000 
and interest, and to establish a reserve 
fund to protect the surpluses and the 
prices to be received by the —— a 
for their products. 

In order to show how the Aswell bill 
would work out on wheat, it may be 
stated that the makers of that bill have 
figured on an assessment of \% of a 
cent a bushel on wheat, which, on the 
average-crop of 800,000,000 bushels, 
would amount to only $2,000,000. 

Under the Aswell bill a farmer hauls 
100 bushels of wheat to the mill. At, 
we will say, $1.50 a bushel, he is paid 
$150 for his wheat. The miller then 
collects from him as his assessment \ 
of a cent'a bushel, or 25 cents, which 
goes into the fund used to meet ex- 
penses, provide for the future protec- 
tion of his surplus and prices, and re- 
pay the $10,000,000 loan and interest. 
In view of the necessity for the 
strictest economy in Government ap- 
propriations, as recently stated by 
President Coolidge, can there be any 
reasonable doubt that the Aswell bill, 
calling for a Government loan of only 
$10,000,000, is the one which should be 
passed by Congress?

He Advocates Mediation Provision 
in Bill — Vote May Be 
Reached Today.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The debate 
on the Watson-Parker Railway Labor 
Dispute bill held the attention of the 
Senate to the exclusion of all other 
business today and tonight it looks as 


if a vote may be reached tomorrow on 
the amendment proposed by Senator 
Curtis of Kansas, which would give 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
authority to review the decisions of 
the Mediation Board set up under the 
provisions of the bill. 

Senator Curtis, urging adoption of 
his amendment, declared that the 
Board of Mediation as provided for in 
the: bill would prove about as useful 
as a “fifth wheel to a wagon.’”’ Sena- 
tor Curtis, making the first speech he 
has delivered from the floor during 
this session of Congress, argued that 
the money appropriated to pay the sal- 
aries of members of the board would 
be money thrown away unless the bill 
were amended so as to give what he 
said was the needed protection to the 
interests of the public. 

In this he had the support of Senator 
Underwood of Alabama, who said that 
in the final analysis the railway own- 
ers were not particularly interested, 
since the public itself has to meet the 
bill, due to increased wages or rates. 

The provision of :the bill which 
leaves it to the management of the 
railroads and their employes to work 
out wage agreement without regard 
to the interest of the public, declared 
Senator Curtis, means that services of 
the Mediation Board would not be re- 
sorted to often. : ’ 


Wheeler Champions Employes. 


Senator Wheeler of Montana, who is 
for the bill as drafted by the Commit- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, inter- 
rupted and said that under the bill 
the railway employes were giying up 
more than they had ever befre con- 
ceded in any disputed matter. 

“How would the Senator from Kan- 


-| sas protect the public in this matter?’ 


Senator Wheeler inquired. 

“I would give the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission the power,’ Sen- 
ator, Curtis replied, ‘“‘to run up a 
danger signal and tell both roads and 
men t if they proposed a wage 
agreement that might increase unduly 
railroad rates such increases would 
not be permitted., The Senator from 
Montana will find the people of his 
State are more deeply interested in 
having reduced freight rates than they 
are in increasing anybody’s wages or 
protecting the railroads.” 

Senator Wheeler replied that if Sen- 
ator Curtis had not, along with other 
Senators, favored the confirmation of 
Thomas W. Woodlock of New York to 
be a member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, theré “might. be 
hope for reduced rates.’’ 

“I voted for Mr. Woodlock,”’ Senator 


Curtis-answered, ‘‘because I believed 
him the best equipped man er ap- 
pointed to the commission. After 


listening to the argument of the Sen- 
ator from Montana against confirma- 
tion I was even more convinced that 
Mr. Woodlock should be confirmed.’’ 

Senator Wheeler insisted that the 
Curtis amendment was unconstitu- 
tional, a statement vigorously com- 
bated by Senator Curtis, who said it 
simply sought to prevent ufjust freight 
rate increases based on increased wage 
scales. 

“If the Senator were as deeply inter- 
ested in the people as le professes to 
be he would be for the amendment,”’ 
remarked Senator Curtis. 


As Bearing on Politics. 


“I repeat,” retorted Senator Wheeler, 
“that the Senator is coming up for re- 
election.” 

“I could easily, for re-election pur- 
poses,” exclaimed Senator Curtis, 
“favor this measure as some others 
are hoping to get railroad influence 
and that of some other people behind 

me! But the Senator frpm Kansas\has 
never cast his vote in this body for the 
purpose of getting votes in his home 
State. When I have to resort to that 
I shall quit the Senate of the United 
States or any other body to which I 


may belong. I am surprised that the 
Senator from Montana should refer to 
that mattef, because by referring to it 


he indicates that he would resort to 
such a practice.”’ 

The Senators then debated the con- 
stitutional features at some length. 
Finally Senator Wheeler permitted 
Senator Curtis to conclude his speech 
in favor of the amendment.. Senator 
Curtis said he did not care whether 
Senator Wheeler voted for the amend- 
ment or not. Senator Wheeler smiled.

Dr. Ben L. Rettman, director of the 
‘Hobo College in Chicago, returned yes- 
terday on the Berengaria with his fam- 
ily from a two months’ trip through 
Germany, France and England, said 
that the strike in England was not an 
evidence of the strength of the labor- 
ing men but rather of their weakness. | 


They have been coddléd and nursed 
so long that they have no strength to 
walk on their own feet,” he asserted. 
They want the Government to carry 
them. You cannot tell an English 
workingman that a business will no 
longer permit of retaining him, be- 
cause he will reply that the Govern- 
ment,can pay the difference.” 

Dr. Reitman said/that in London 
alone 1,000,000 persons. were receiving 
subsidies of some kind from the Gov- 
ernment. In. Germany, he found that 
nearly one-third of the 15,000,000 work- 
ingmen were unemployed. There was 
much begging or selling cf small arti- 
cles on the streets. In one municipal 
building there were 10,000 men, women 
and children, all pinched by poverty, 
underfed and poorly clothed, he said. 

Another passenger was Alexander 
Lyle-Samuel, a Conservative ex-mem- 
ber of Parliament. He said the strike 
‘would continue, in his opinion, so long 





as the T Unions have funds. .‘‘In 
two weeks funds will be sorely 
crippled,” he continued, “and in a 


month all of their pooled resources will 
be depleted. 

“Today, practically every employer 
in England pays more than the trade 
union’s rate of wages, and the im- 
portance of the trade unions has 
changed from being a concern inter- 
ested solely in the conditions in a 
single industry into being an organ- 
ized ‘political force to gain control of 
Parliament, if it can, by promoting 
members to Parliament out of the 
funds of the union, and so opposing 
organized labor through the trades 
union to the rest of the community.” 

Mr. Lyle-Samuel was asked if he 
thought in a general election Premier 
Baldwin would be returned to power. 

“He would be,” was the reply, ‘‘but 
the Conservatives would lose some 
seats, as is always the case in a 
general election with the party in 
power: The mind of the nation is 
made up that this Trades Union 
Council shall not be allowed to govern 
England, and this would confirm the 
overwhelming decision of the last 
election.”’ 

Mr. Lyle-Samuel said that the strike 
would strengthen the constitutional 
government and organized labor ould 
be weakened. ‘There are 8,000,000 wo- 
men in England who vote and when 
the family is pinched they will not 
vote for a prospect which means that 
their husbands are to stay out of 
work,” he said. ‘Their recent demon- 
stration in London strikes 
showed that the sentiment of the wo- 
men was with the Government.”

H. BRADFORD, 





Former Dean of Harvard Medical 
School Stricken Suddenly 
With Heart Disease. 


BOSTON, May 7 ().—Dr. Edward H, 
Bradford, noted surgeon and éormer 


Dean of the Harvard Medical School, 
dropped dead while walking alone in 
the Fenway here today. Two young 
men who saw him stagger caught him 
as he fell and called an- ambulance, 
but he was dead before arrival at the 
City Hospital. A heart attack was the 
cause of death. ‘ 

Dr. Edward Hickling Bradford was 
born in Boston in 1848. He received 
his Bachelor of Arts degree from Har- 
vard University in 1869 ani. was grad- 
uated from the Harvard Medical School 
in 1873. After engaging in private-prac- 
tice he became a member of the Fac- 
ulty of the Harvard Medical School as 
clinical instructor in orthopedic sur- 
gery in 1881. 

He continued as a member of the 
teaching staff and was promoted to 
full professorship in 1903. He became 
Dean in 1912 and held the position un- 
til his retirement in 1918 after thirty- 
seven years of teaching. 

In addition to his work in the college 
Dr. Bradford had been on the staff of 
the Children’s Hospital and the Boston 
City Hospital. He was a Fellow of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sci- 
ences, the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, the Amer- 
ican College. of Surgeons and other 
medical societies. He had been a con- 
tributor to medical publications and 
was the author of a ‘Treatise on Or- 
thopedic Surgery.”’

In 
addition to his designs of public me- 
morials he had planned the model steel 
mill comunity of Indiana MHarbor, 
near Chicago, and many Lake Shore 
homes on the north shore of Lake 
Michigan. 

The American Institute of Architects, 
which had just awarded him its gold 
medal for arhcitectural achievement, 
was still in session at Washington, D 
C., and word of his death was sent 
to the convention. . 

Besides his activities on various art 
and architectural bodies he was a 
trustee of the United Charities of Chi- 
cago. His clubs included the Yale, 
University and Architectural in Chi- 
cago.

' John Hagy Davis, retired banker and 
broker, died at. his home, 24 Washing- 


tom Square North, last night. He was 
in his eighty-third year. Mr. Davis 
had been an invalid for a number of 
years. Saturday his condition became 
serious and he gradually failed. Mem- 
bers of the family were with him at 
the time of death. He left his wife 
and three sons—John.E., Basil H. and 
Richard N.—all of New York City. 
Mr. Davis had been a member of the 
Stock Exchange for more than fifty 
years, having been head of John H. 
Davis & Co., of 10 Wall Street, one of 
the oldest Stock Exchange firms in the 
country at the time of its dissolution 
in 1920. At that time the firm was 
superseded a new partnership, 
Billings, Olcott & Winsmore. Mr. Davis

IN NATION'S EXPORTS 


Reports Show 82% of World’s 
Autos and Other Vehicles Are 
Owned in This Country. 





FOREIGN SALES INCREASE 





Trade Review Says 14,000 Miles of 
‘Bus Routes Are Now Operated 
by Rail Companies. 





A comprehensive lot.of statistics on 


the automobile activities in the United 


States is presented in the 1926 edition 
of ‘Facts and Figures of the Automo- 
bile Industry,’”’ just published by the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce. It shows that 82 per cent. of 
the world’s motor vehicles are owned 
in the United States. Foreign coun- 
tries, however, bought 536,741 — 
can motor vehicles in 1925. 

Special attention to foreign trade, 
and many new developments in the 
use of trucks and buses, are among 
the chief tendencies of the year noted 
in the statistical review. Motor ve- 
hicle exports constitute the third larg- 
est of United States shipments abroad. 
Foreign sales in the automobile busi- 
ness last year were 39 per cent. larger 
than the preceding year, and repre- 
sented 12 per cent. of the year’s total 
production. 

In the truck and bus field it is 
noted that 14,000 miles of bus routes 
are operated by electric railway com- 
panies. Thirty-one steam railroads 
are “using motor bus equipment. In 
addition to this there is a large amount 
of bus operation by individual com- 
panies. In eight States where anal- 
ysis of the figures has been made by 
the United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, 31 per cent. of the bus routes 
are neither directly nor indirectly 
competitive with the railroads. 

Saving in the cost of distribution 
by use of motor truck transport is evi- 
denced by many railroads in the adop- 
tion of those uhits for short haul and 
less-than-carload operations. In most 
cases the railroads contract with pri- 
vate shipping concerns for the. service. 
Thirty-seven railroads are using trucks 
for movement of goods at terminals. 
Ten are using motor transport to re- 
place local freight trains.

LEOPOLD REFUSED 





CHANCE TO ESCAPE| 


Life Prisoner Says Convicts Who 
Fled From Stateville (Ill.). 
Asked Him to Go. 


JOLIET, Ill., May 7 (#.—Nathan 
Leopold Jr., who with Richard Loeb 
killed young Bobby Franks in Chicago 
two years ago, was offered an oppor- 
tunity to flee from the new prison at 
Stateville on Wednesday by seven con- 
victs who escaped aftér killing a 
de»uty warden and wounding a guard 
and two trusties, Hjalmar . Rehn, 
State’s Attorney of Will County, said 
tonight that Leopold had told him. 

Warden John L. Whitman said to- 
night that Leopold was in the solitary 
confinement block where the deputy 
was killed, but said ‘he knew nothing 
of any offer made to Leopold. 

Rehn said he had questioned Leopold 


and that the Chicago youth, serving a 
life sentence, said he had been placed 
in solitary confinement because he had 
taken some sugar from the kitchen. 

Leopold, according to Rehn, said one 
of the three Mexicans who escaped 
came to cell where he was con- 
fined and asked him if he wanted to 
escape. Leopold replied that he did 
not, and the convicts took the hand- 
cuffs with which hp was held in a 
standing position.

BERRY SEBS DEFICIT 





Predicts the Budget Will Be 
$15,000,000 ‘Short if Salaries 
Are Raised. 





WOULD INCREASE TAX RATE 





Controller Analyzes the Situation at 
the Request of Governor 
Smith. 





Controller Berry submitted yesterday 
to the Board of Estimate an andlysis 
of the city’s finances, in which he 
asserted that if the Ricca bill giving 
salary increases of $18,000,000 to school 
teachers became a law New York City 
would be unable to meet the added 
expenditure and keep within the tax- 
ing limit of 2 per cent. fixed by the 
State Constitution, unless the budget 
carried a deficit of $15,000,000. 

The analysis was made in response 
to a call by Governor Smith upon the 
City Administration to define its atti- 
tude toward the Ricca bill, saying that 
unless he got a good reason why he 
should not sign he was prepared to 
make it a law. ; 

Mr. Berry presented analysis of both 
the current budget and the budget an- 
ticipated for 1927. He said he had 
allowed for an increase of $1,000,000,- 
000, which he added was ‘probably 
high,”” and that the figures showed 
that with budget items raised out- 
side the 2 per cent. limit the proposed 
added obligation would increase the 
basic tax rate from 2.68 for 1926 to 
2.77 for 1927. Then, in a summary, he 
added: ; 

“Taking the above analysis as a 
basis, the statement can be definitel 
made that the city cannot finance su 
a budget as would be made nec 
by the Ricca bill, unless departmental 
appropriations can be cut, to the ex- 
tent of nearly $20,000,000, which would 
probably mean the abolishment of sev- 
eral departments now fimctiéning in 
the City Government. ; 

“In the period from Jan. 1, 1918, to 
Dec. 31, 1925, the sum of $792,224,063.73 
has been expended for education, of 
which $107,184,847.77 was received from 
the State. 

“The expenditure for 1927 will prob- 
ably exceed $120,000,000, which is about 
$50,000,000 in excess of what is required 
by the education law, namely, 49-10 
mills for each dollar of assessed valu- 
ation, 

“I would respectfully recommend 
that the Board of Estimate and’ Appor- 
tionment take such steps as may be 
necessary to investigate this matter to 
the end that.the principles of educa- 
tion may be advanced and justice be 
done to all concerned.” 


Estimates $1,000,000,000 Increase. 


In his analysis, Mr. Berry showed 
that for 1926 taxes were levied on 
realty and personalty aggregating $13,- 
256,568,810. He said he assum the 
yearly increase would be $1,000,000,000. 

The ConStitution, he said, divided the 
amounts which might be raised by 
taxation into two classes, as follows: 

1. Limited to 2 per cent. of the as- 
sessed . valuation—Departmental ap- 
propriations, redemption and interest 
on temporary debt and tax deficien- 
cies. 

2. To be raised outside the 2 per 
cent. limitation—State tax, redemp- 
tion of bonds, sinking fund instal- 
ments and interest on debt.° 

The general fund, he said, was used 
to reduce the tax levy and was derived 
from special taxes, permits, licenses, 
franchises, &c. This fund amounted in 
1926 to $80,711,800.85, which he in- 
creased in his ‘estimate to $80,758,000, 
although, he said, it was likely to be 
decreased actually because of a de- 
crease in sources of sie¢b revenue. 
The Controller showed that in the 
1926 budget the first class, less the 
general fund, amounted to $250,807,- 
409.14, which came from a tax of 1.90. 
The second class amounted to $356,288,- 
199.15, which came from a basic rate 
of 2.68, plus assessments. 

Estimates 1927 Budget Increases. 
In eftimating the 1927 budget; he 
said, departmental appropriations must 
be increased nearly $22,000,000 to 
$310,000,000 to allow for natural in- 
crement in salaries to employes and for 
an increase of $6,000,000 in the police 
budget for the extra men requested. 
This and other increases gave a total 
of $363,858,000, which must be raised 
within the 2 per cent. tax limit and 
was reduced by the general fund 
taxes of $283,100,000, which, Mr. Berry 
said, could be raised by a rate of 1.99. 
The amounts which would be raised 

.outside the 2 per cent. limit aggregated 
$393,100,000, which, he d, required a 
basic. total rate of 2.77, plus asses- 


ments, compared with*2.68 ear. 
He said that if the de ental 
appropriation were increased by the 


$18,000,000 required upder the Ricca 
bill, the total amount which must be 
raised within the 2 per ‘tent. limit 
would be increased from $283,100,000 
to $301,100,000, and then he added: 
“Considering that $14,300,000,000. will 
represent the value of assessable prop- 
erty available on March 1, 1927, the 2 
per cent. limit imposed by the. State 
Constitution would only provide $286,- 
000,000, of $15,000,000 short of the 
‘amount required by our budget.’

Princeton for Repeal.of 18th Amendment A 


Only 175 of 1,51 I Voters Are Prohibitionists

PRINCETON, N. J., May 7.—Results 
of Princeton’s prohibition vote com- 
piled here today*show an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. While 731 
voted for total repeal, 505 more are in 
favor of an amendment to allow the 
sale of light wine and beer, and only 
175 supported the amendment as it 
now stands. The poll was taken by 
the National Student Federation of 
America, which is gathering similar 
results from hundreds.of colleges and 
universities all over the country. 
», Charges that the present law is en- 
tirely unenforceable and that the idea 
of prohibition ought to be unconstitu- 
tional, being opposed to personal lib- 
erty, were the chief contentions of ad- 
vocates of complete repeal. Several 


expressed the opinion that the general 
disregard for the Prohibition law in- 
evitably tends toward contempt for 
other laws and that the tremendous 
graft involved in its operation is detri- 
mental to national integrity. © 

Numbers of. Princeton. undergradu- 
ates found present conditions detri- 
mental to the morals of the country 
in general, and in particular to their 
contemporaries. 
the exorbitant cost of enforcement 
were also attacked as results of the 
dry laws. 

The principal means of amelioration 
suggested was Government control of 
the sale of intoxicants under an ar-

Prohibition’s defenders prophesied 
improvement in enforcement in the 
next decade and maintained that the 
value*of the Highteenth Amendment 


could not be overemphasized in its ef- 
fects on. the social condition of the 
working classes and on the economic 
condition of the coun as a whole. 

Undergraduate’ prohibitionists also 
argued that relaxing of present regu- 
lations would only tend to increase the 
difficulti¢ts of enforcement. A major- 
ity argued that the consumption of 
light wines and beers is harmless, and 
that most citizens would be satisfied 
with them if they could be obtained 
legally. ‘ 

Commenting on the vote, the editor 
of The Daily Princetonian wrote this 
morning: 

“The Princetonian agrees with the 
majority in its opinion that the pres- 
ent situation is intolerable. But it 
cannot go to the extent of the 731 who 
are of the opinion that the solution of 
the problem is total repeal. It cannot 
agree with them even when they make 
the qualification, as many did, that 
all beverages be put under Govern. 
ment control. 

“Such —— would do away 
with the s&loon, but it would not do 
away with the saloon keeper. The 
Government would be saloon keeper 
and would continue to serve the 
drinks. And few will be so sanguine 
as.to believe that Government control 
could -prevent American ingenuity 
from getting hard liquor in whatever 
quantities it wished.”

George Cisaneuis, 45 years old, of 16

the same’ address, was badly burned. 
He was taken to the Cumberland 
Street Hospital, where he is in a seri-

ALBANY, May 7.—Haig Abdian, 16 
years old, a senior at the Troy High 
School, won the New York State finals 
of the national oratorical contest 
which THE NEw YorK TIMES con- 
ducted, at Chancellors Hall, here’ to-, 
night. Young Abdian scored a clean- 
cut victory over nine other contest- 
ants, and thus qualifies as the eighth 
and last contestant in the regional 
championship, which will be held at 
Town Hall, in New York City, next 
Friday evening. 

The decision of the five judges was 
greeted by the audience and by the 
Troy delegation from Abdian's high 
school with cheers. Abdian’s principal 
comment upon his winning was that it 
ave him a chance to go to New York, 
a place he never has visited. He is an 
honor student at Troy High School, 
and has won scholarship honors in his- 
tory and Latin. He plans to enter 
Williams College. this Fall and prepare 
for law. 

Attorney General Albert Ottinger, 
Chairman of the contest, and the vari- 
ous judges spoke in high praise of the 
work of all the contestants, and par- 
ticularly lauded the purpose they said 
the contest as a whole was serving.

Mr. Ottinger, in opening the meet- 
ing, cited the ituation in Great Brit- 
ain to emphasize the importange of 
the discussion of our own Constitution 
to which the competion was devoted. 

“Will our Constitution,” Mr. Ottinger 
said, “prove the immortal document 
we maintain that it is? Will the fu- 
ture of our Constitution be as secure 
as we hope? Part of the answer can 
be obtained tonight. 

“We of the present generation look 
backward reverently to the traditions 
of the past. We now turn and look 
forward to you (indicating the con- 
testants seated on the stage), the 
younger generation. The future of 
America is in your hands.

The board's in- 
tention had been to allocate $50,000,000 
‘of the city’s unreserved borrowing 
margin for subway construction pury 
poses. Mr. Delaney insisted that $100,- 

00,000 was necessary to meet pay- 
ments on contracts already awarded 
and those soon to he awarded. When 
the discussion ended last evening, the 
two parties to it were $50,000,000 apart. 

The discussion concerning the money 
to be reserved for new subway con- 
struction and the city’s financial con- 
dition generally took place at an exec- 
utive meeting of the board in Com- “ 
mittee of the Whole. The Board of 
Transportation’s request for a $100,- 
000,000 reservation was on the board’s 
special calendar. Mr. Delaney atided 
that $25,000,000 more would be 
to carry the construction program 
along to March 31 of next year. 


“Board Mixed on Dates. 


Controller Charles W. Berry, who 
earlier in the week submitted a re- 
port allocatihg $50,000,000 for subway 
construction purposes, asked Mr. Dela- 
ney if he had not already had $25,- 
000,000 for subway construction this — 
year. Mr. Delaney replied that he had rt 
not. It developed that General Berry 
had Jan. 1.in mind as the beginning 
of the year, while Mr. Delaney. was 
calculating from April 1, the. date 
when the increased assessments, with 
their additions to the city’s borrow- i 
‘ing power, become effective. -Mr. De- ‘ 
laney estimated that he had only 
$5,000,000, the other $20,000,000 having 
been set aside by the board during 
January and February.

Brock Pemberton at Convention 
Telle of Four Factors in Decline 
of ‘the Road. . 





Professor (George Pierce Baker of 
Yale yesterday gave the Drama 
League credit for having greatly ele- 
vated the dramatic taste of the nation, 
at the league’s luncheon -in the Hotek 
Pennsylvania, on the third day of the 
Mmational convention. Richard Burton 
was toastmaster and 300 persons were 
present. 

“The highbrow - -ritanism of a few 
years ago,” said Professor Baker, 
“made it impossible for amateurs to 
produce real drama—the kind that por- 
trays life. The Drama League has 
Managed to correct this, and now we 


@mateur performances.” 

Professor Baker said algo that the 
Drama League was responsible for 
“raising and maintaining the stand- 
ards of all the arts and practices in 
the theatre.” 

Brock Pemberton, speaking before 
the convention in the afternoon, at- 
tributed the decline of the road to 
four factors—automobiles, radio, the 
Zilms and the shortsightedness of’ pro- 
ducers. Elaborating on the last-named, 
he said that producers have made fre- 
—— advertising claims for their pro- 

uctions which were not founded on 
fact and that the road finally has 
become aware of the deception. 

Outlining some of the problems of 
the professional producer, Mr. Pem- 
berton cited the element of chance as 
an overwhelming factor. One play. out 
of five, he said, is a commercial suc- 
cess, and failures will‘each cost, on 
an average, $30,000. He praised the 
efforts of the league to build up sup- 
port' for legtimate and worthwhile 
road productions. 

Frank Giltmore, Executive Secretary 
of the Actors’ Equity Association, who 
presided at’ the afternoon session, ad- 
vocated the formation of a joint Pron 
mittee chosen from the Catholic, Pro- 
testant and Jéwish churches, 
Drama e and similar —— 
tions to list plays deserving of popular 
support. He referred to ‘‘what appears 
to be a gradual decline in the taste 
of the theatre,’”’ and believed that such 
a@ committee would do much to bring 
the stage to a higher level. 

Convention delegates in the after- 
floon visited the Brooks.Costume Com- 
pany, where a costume display was 
held for them. Earl Carrojl, making 
his first’ public appearance since he 
was indicted by the Grand Jury on 
perjury charges growing out of his 
“bath tub” party, welcomed the league. 
as “an uplifting organization of untold 
benefit to the stage and those on it,”’ 
and denied the charges made against 
him. 

Morris. Gest introduced Vladimir 
Nemirovitch-Dantchenko.of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre Musical Studio, who 
extended his greetings to the league in 
Russian.

FILM MISUNDERSTOOD, 
FAIRBANKS TELLS SPAIN 


Sends Message to —— to 
Say ‘The Black Pirate’ Was 
Not Meant to Offend.

MADRID, May 7.—Douglas Fairbanks 
has sent a telegram to the Spanjsh 
Government declaring that his film, 
“The Black Pirate,’’ has been misun- 
derstood by the Spanish people and 
that it was not intended to hurt any- 
body’s feelings. The Government to- 
day issued a communique to that ef- 
fect, and declared that, as the film had 
been excluded from Spain, the inci- 
dent was closed, and that no action 
would be taken banning all American 
films, as many people had requested. 

Douglas and Mary intend to visit 
Spain again soon, and hope to end the 
ill feeling aroused by critics of ‘“The 
Black Pirate.’ The criticism was 
raised chiefly by the Spanish cinema 
trust, while the movie actors of the 
country have supported their American 
colleagues. 

Spanish producers and a number of 
authors, playwrights and academicians 
have been carrying on a virulent sub- 
sidized propaganda against American 
films, charging that they lack story 
and are slapstick comedy, even the 
super-productions. 


PERET MOVES TO END 
FRANC SPECULATION 


Orders Banks to Identify All 
Sellers and Report Every 
Transaction Daily.

PARIS, May 7.—Finance Minister 
Peret declared this evening to news- 
paper men that he was convinced that 
the fall of the frahc was only tem- 
porary. 

“While awaiting the financial meas- 
ures I.may decide to take if the fall 
continues or the franc does not begin 
to improve I am going to put an end 
to speculation on our market,’’ M. 
Peret said. I have sent.a circular to 
the directors of all banks that will ef- 
fectively prevent short trading in ex- 
change. 

While banks heretofore have been in- 
structed to refuse to sell foreign cur- 
rencies without justification and -iden- 
tification when the amounts exceeded 
1,000 francs, M. Peret has now ex- 
tended the rule to all sales of ex- 
change, whatever the amount. 

Americans who wish to send a few 
dollars home will have to give their 
names, addresses and nationality and 
prove ‘their identity by their passport 
or otherwise. Every bank will have to 
furnish daily a list comprising the in- 
formation referred to and the amounts 
of foreign exchange bought. Failure 
to observe the law will result in the 
bank’s suspension. 

M. Peret also said that he would 
severely apply the law compelling busi- 
negs men to bring their profits back 
to France within three months after 
their payments were received. The Fi- 
nance Minister will also control cham- 
bers of commerce which have been au- 
thorized to fapprove purchases of ex- 
change by business men in their dis- 
tricts. 

“I am watching exchange hour by 
hour and minute by minute,” said M. 
Peret. ‘Everything will be done to 
prevent further depreciation of the 
franc or stabilization at a rate which 
would entail a new rise in living costs. 
The situation is better today, although 
no action has been taken on my part.’’ 

M. Peret has been in daily consulta- 
tion with a leading American finan- 
cier for the grater part of the week, | 
but no reports’ are available as to 
whether assistance from abroad is 
either desired or expected.

MIND HEALTH SERVICE. 


FOR STUDENTS PLANNED 


Brown Engages Psychologists to 
Treat Undergraduates’ Mental 
and Emotional Handicaps. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 7 (#).—The 
mental and spiritual needs of Brown 
University undergraduates will be 
studied by trained psychologists just 
as the physical ailments of students 
now are diagnosed by physicians.. In 
announcing this departure, President 
W. H. P. Faunce today said that the 
purpose was ‘‘not mere analysis in the 
name of half-baked science, but human 
helpfulness given by the best men in 
the medical profession.” 

Two physicians have been retained 
for the work, which will begin next 
Fall. 

“We all know that the word ‘healthy’ 
is the same as the words ‘hale’ ‘whole’ 
or ;wholly, ’ President Faunce said. 
The healthy man is, in modern phrase, 
a fit man—fit for any task, any high 
adventure, any sincere endeavor. In 
this sense there are three kinds of 
health, physical, mental and spiritual. 

“Physical health is now one of the 
first cares of the modern college. In 
my own undergraduate days there was 
no gymnasium, no college — 
no department of health and scarcely 
a good athletic field in any Eastern 
college. 

“By hard experience we ‘have fully 
learned that the sane mind can dwell 
only in the sane or healthy body, and 
we are making e provision today 
in all our colleges for indoor exercise 
and outdoor games. 

“But mental health is equally impor- 
tant. Hundreds of students in Ameri- 
can colleges are held back in their 
studies by mental conditions of which 
their best friends are often unaware. 
Many a student is falling down in his 
studies because of worry over condi- 
tions in his home life, or because of 
doubt and despair in his religious life, 
or bitter disappointment in his social 
or affectional life. 

“We decline to turn such students 
over to the tender mercies of the psy- 
chiatrist, Who usually is on of the ‘au 





in the scientific dissection of the hu- 
man mind, but has no interest, in the 
human problem. What we want is 
not mere analysis in the name of half- 
baked science but human helpfulness 
given by the best men in the medical 
profession. Larger provisions will be 
made for them at Brown and many 
other colleges in the immediate future. 
“Most of all do students need assis- 
tance and direction in their highest 
and noblest aspirations, that is, in 
their religious life. We can never live 
rightly until we have determined why 
we live at all and what we are doing 
to do with life itself. The ultimate 
objective determines all our daily 
moods and tenses, and, therefore, all 
our colleges must provide in some way 
or other for spiritual guidance, free 
from dogma, but sympathetic with the 
soul in its search for the infinite.

It had been charged that the 
Managers were giving performances 
without having obtained public play- 
house licenses. 

Plain Clothes Patrolman Eiler testi- 
fied that the Provincetown eTheatre 
was not being operated exclusively as 
a theatre for subscribers. He said that 
he bought two tickets for a perform: 
ance on April 29 without having signed 
@ subscriber’s blank. A witness for 
the defense testified that she believed 
the patrolman had signed a fictitious 
name to a blank before he got the 
tickets. She added that it was cus- 
tomary to send-¢subscription blanks to 
patrons. 

Arthur Garfield Hays, counsel for 
the management, said the theatre was 
operated on a club basis and was not 
required under the law to have a 
license, which costs $500. Magistrates 
Joseph E. Corrigan and George W. 
Simpson had previously decided in the 
Management’s favor on two other com- 
plaints, he added. 

Magistrate Gordon revealed that he 
was among the subscribers to the thea- 
tre, and added that he didn’t want to 
stop its performances if he could 
help it. 

“I think it is a good theatre that 
produces artistic plays and should be 
encouraged,” he continued. ‘“‘I would 
suggest, however, that in the future all 
subscribers be required to sign sub- 
scription blanks at the time they buy 
tickets.”’

Bishop Manning to Preside at 
143d Annual Convention 
of Episcopalians Here. 


DR. TREXLER WRITES BOOK

He Deals With History of the 
Lutheran Synod — Presbyterians 
fnterested in Race for Moderator. 


The 143rd annual convention of the 
Episcopal Diocese of New York will 


be held next ‘Tuesday and Wednesday 
in the Synod House of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, with Bishop 
William T. presiding. On 
Wednesday Bishop — will cele- 
brate his sixtieth, birthday anniver- 
sary. The convention will open with 
a corporate celebration of Holy 
Communion for the minis and 
lay delegates on Tuesday morning at 
100’clock. After this — the dele- 
gates will go to Synod Hall for busi- 
ness sessions. The program will open 
with the annual message of Bishop 
Manning. 


In connection with the silver jubilee 
of the Lutheran Synod of New York 
and New England which will be cele- 
brated in connection with its annudl 
meeting June 1, 2 and 3, in Rochester, 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel Trexler, the 
President of the Synod, has written a 
book telling the history of the synod 
under the name, ‘‘Crusaders of the 
Twentieth Century; a Lutheran S 
in the Empire State.” This is being 
published by the Macmillan Conesemie 
and is due to be iSsued about May 20. 


Two men are being talked of in 
Presbyterian circles for Moderator of 
the next General Assembly, which will 
be held in Baltimore, beginning May 
27. One is the Rev. Dr. Papsley A. 
McAfee, pastor in Berkeley, Cal., who 
is a Fundamentalist, and who failed 
by a narrow margin to be elected last 
year at the assembly in Columbus, 
Ohio. The other is the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam O. Thompson, retired President 
of the Ohio State University, classed 
as a ‘‘Middle-of-the-Roader,’’ who at 
Columbus was the candidate of the 
late William J. Bryan.

IND BURIED WALLED CITY. 


American Explorers Uncover An- 
cient Canaanite Settlement. 
JERUSALEM, May 7 (#).—Excava- 
tion on the site of the buried city of 
‘Kirjath Sepher, in Southern Palestine, 
has revealed one of the most complete 
and well preserved of Canaanite and 

Israclite walled cities. 
The discovery, which is regarded as 
Most unusual in Palestine exploration, 


Was made by the archaeological expe- 
dition headed by Dr. Melvin G. Kyle, 
President of the Xenia ‘Theological 
Geminary of St. Louis, in cooperation 
with the American School of Oriental 
Research at Jerusalem. 

The uncovered walls are 40 feet high 
and 10 to 14 feet thick. They contained 
complicated gates with towers and but- 
tresses.

Thé balance sheet shows that plant 
and equipment after depreciation in- 
creased $27,700,000 in 1925 compared 
with 1924, whereas the 1924 report 
showed an increase of $12,500,000 com- 
pared with 1923. The difference of 
$15,200,000, it is understood, offsets 
closely the two items of $7,853,017 un- 
der “investments in other companies” 
and $7,802,455 under “‘advances to sub- 
sidiaries’’ which appeared in the Mag- 
nolia Company’s statement for 1924. 
In view of this it is assumed that the 
figures of these subsidiaries were ab- 
sorbed into the consolidated statement 
for 1925, about $15,000,000 being added 
to plant from this source. 

The current asset position of the 
company makes an interesting com- 
parison with the previous year. Cash 
increased $16,834,000, receivables $6,697,- 
000, and inventory $11,914,000, making 
a total increase of $35,445,000 in cur- 
rent assets. Capital stock increased 
by $3,239,000, and surplus $28,468,000. 
Earnings applicable to dividends 
amounted to $41,580,386, and the bal- 
ance $26,107,000, after payment of 
$15,473,000 for dividends, was carried to 
surplus. Surplus also was credited 
with $2,908,000 from: Magnolia subsidi- 
aries, and charged with $547,000 for ad- 
justments. Funded debt increased by 
$6,500,000, caused, it is understood, by 
retirement of $8,500,000 Magnolia Pe- 
troleum first 6 per cents., and by the 
issue of $15,000,000 4% per cent. de- 
benture serials. Of the new serial 
bonds, $1,500,000 matured Feb. 15, 1926. 

Current liabilities increased $1,985,000, 
compared with an increase of $35,445,- 
000 in current assets, making an in- 
crease of $34,500,000 in current work- 
ing capital. 


NON-DIVIDEND ISSUE 
HAS 200-POINT RISE 


Certificates of Texas Pacific Land 
Trust Jamp on Discovery of 
New Oil Pools. 


A rise of 200 points in three days in 
a security ~which never pays a divi- 
dend has attracted attention on the 
Stock Exchange this week. The issue 
consists of certificates of the Texas 
Pacific Land Trust, which sold as low 
as $770 on Wednesday and reached a 
high point of $970 yesterday. At the 
close the certificates were quoted at 
$910. 

The land trust is one of the most 
unusual corporations in the country. 
It was formed in 1888 to take over 
3,450,652 acres of Texas land granted 
to the Texas & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany against the surrender of land 
grant mortgage bonds and interest 
scrip of that company. The trustees 
issued $10,370,000 par value of certifi- 
cates of proprietary interest, represent- 
ing ownership of the land. 

Operations of the land trust have 
been highly profitable, but jts policy 
has been never to pay a dividend, de- 
voting its earnings instead to the pur- 
chase and cancellation of outstanding 
certificates. Naturally every time a 
portion of the certificates is retired, 
the remainder outstanding becomes 
proportionately more valuable.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE. 


List Strengthened on Favorable 
Badget of Cables From Abroad 
—Business Small. 


Dispatches from abroad indicating a 
gradual strengthening of the British 
Government’s control of the strike sit- 
uation, and Paris reports that support 
of the franc could be expected of the 
French officials, helped to tmpart a 
firmer tone to the foreign exchanges 
yesterday. With the stability in rates 
came also a business that was smaller 
than on any day of the last week, the 
market settling down in the afternoon 
coincident with the close of the trad- 
ing abroad. 

Sterling moved over a narrow range, 
its lowest price being % cent above 
Thursday’s at $4.84%, but closing un- 
changed at $4.85. French francs im- 
proved a point, to 3.14 cents, while the 
Belgian document lost as much, to 
3.06 cents. Lire were weak in the fore- 
noon, but support by the Italian In- 

stitute of Exchange rallied it to 4.00% 
cents at the close.

BUS SYSTEM IN DEAL |. 
FOR TRANSIT STOCK | 


Fifth Avenue Coach Company 
Said to Be After Holdings in 
New York Railways. 


HOPE FOR CITY FRANCHISE 


Both Concerns Figure in a Joint 
Proposal for Bus Routes to 
Cover Manhattan.

The Fifth Avenue Coach Company, 
which on Feb. 24 joined with the. New 
York Railways Corporation in petition- 
ing the Board of Estimate for an ex- 
clusive franchise to operate buses in 
Manhattan, was rey 2d yesterday to 
be negotiating for majority stock hold- 
ings in the corporation. Officials of 
both concerns declined to comment on 
the report. John H. Ritchie, President 
of the Fifth Avenue Coach Company, 
however, said he might be able to dis-- 
cuss the matter late next week. 

An announceemnt from the Board of 
Estimate on the proposals is expected 
soon by Wall Street observers, One re- 
port said that the award would favor 
proposals by organizations already es- 
tablished in New York. 

The bus company and railways com- 
pany made their joint application 
through the New York City Omnibus 
Corporation, which w:.s formed for the 
purpose under the presidency of Mr. 
Ritchie. The proposal offered, in re- 
turn for the desired franchises, was to 
eliminate twenty-five miles of street 
car tracks on which 200 cars are oper- 
ated; to relinquish perpetual fran- 
chises for these lines, and to operate 
buses east and west on a 5-cent fare 
and north and south on a 10-cent fare. 

It was proposed to operate ten cross- 
town lines and three longitudinal lines 
on Sixth, Seventh and Columbus Ave- 
nues, with a universal transfer and re- 
transfer system. <A recapture clause 
whereby after five years the city might 
acquire or operate the lines was in- 
cluded. 

The reported new development in 
New York Railways follows several 
changes in recent years in the owner- 
ship and management. The present 
corporation was. organized April 15 
last year, to succeed the New York 
Railways Company. The latter com- 
pany was formed in 191t as successor 
to the Metropolitan Street Railway, 
which was sold under foreclosure. The 
Metropolitan company was created in 
the '90s through a series ff mergers 
and leases. 


ITALIAN DISCOUNT BANK 
BOUGHT BY AMERICANS 


R. W. Alley, Attorney, and As- 


sociates Acquire Control From 
Milan Institution. 


Purchase of the controlling interest 
in the Italian Discount and Trust Com- 
pany by Rayford W. Alley of the lawe 
firm of Alley & Geer, and his asso- 
ciates, was made known yesterday. 
The purchase was made from the Ban- 
ca Nazionale di Credito, pne of the 
largest banks in Italy, with headquar- 
ters in Milan. Emilio L. Wirz and Al- 
berto d’Agostino, directors of the Banca 
di Credito, negotiated the sale. 

The Italian Discount and Trust Com- 
pany was instituted in 1909 and its 
main offices are at Broadway and 
Walker Street. There are branches in 
Harlem and the Bronx. Capital and 
surplus is more than $1,600,000 and de- 
posits exceed $12,000,000. 

“Purchase of the controlling stock of 
the Italian Discount and Trust Com- 
pany was made,’”’ Mr. Alley said, ‘‘on 
behalf of a large number of my friends 
and associates, including all the pres- 
ent directors and officers of the bank. 
No changes are contemplated in the 
personnel or directorate, except that 
the latter body will soon be increased 
to admit the participation of certain 
large American interests. 

“The Italian Discount and Trust 
Company and the Banca Nazionale di 
Credito have entered into a contract 
for the continuance of business with 

each other for a long period of years. 
The Italian business heretofore car- 
ried on by the bank will be continued 
and encouraged, but at the same time 
special: efforts will be put forth to de- 
velop’ a larger participation in the 
strictly American banking ess.”

The Railway Achievement. 
The full statement of railway earn-

Drop in Reserve Operations Due 
to Withdawal of Funds by 
Interior Banks. 


CITY BANKS LOANED MORE 


Recent Easy Rates on Money Led 
Outside Institutions to Seek 
Better. Market. 


Loans to brokers and dealers, secured 
by stocks and bonds, made by report- 
ing member banks of the Federal Re- 
gerve System in New York City, de- 
clined $982,000 in the week ended April 
28, it was announced yesterday by the 
Federal Reserve Board. Loans made 
for out-of-town banks declined more 
than $20,000,000, this reduction being 
almost entireiy.counterbalanced by in- 
creases in the New York banks’ loans 
for their own account and for others.

The changes in the figures reflect 
one of the results of the.easy money 
rates which developed here following 
the reduction from 4 to 3% per cent. 
in the rediscount rate of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. On the 
early days of last week, the period 
covered by the current report, .the call 
money rate ruled at 3 and 3% per 
cent. while time money was mostly on 


a 4 per cent. basis. As has been cus- 
tomary most of this year when money 
rates went to low levels, banks in the 
interior withdrew their funds for more 
profitable employment elsewhere. 

The same tendency has been in evi- 
dence this week, and it is expected 
that the next report on loans will 
show similar changes. A total of ap- 
proximately $60,000,000 of loans has 
been called in the last few days, but 
the call loan rate has been little af- 
fected, as new funds were readily 
available to replace the loans, and no 
perceptible strain has developed. The 
call loan rate yesterday was 4 per 
cent. and time money was generally 
quoted at 4 per cent. 

The reduction of approximately 
$1,000,000 in brokers’ loans followed.an 
increase of more than $13,000,000 in 
the previous week, the latter being 
the first expansion in the figures since 
the middle of February. The largest 
total reported this year was in the 
week of Jan. 6, when the loans 
amounted to .$3,141,125,000. The present 
total of $2,463,697,000 represents a re- 
duction of $677,428,000 in. the loan total 
since the first of the year. The low 
point of the year was reached in the 
week of April 14 at $2,451,339,000.

Correspondence on Cotton Prices 
With Secretary Jardine Is 
Made Public. 


Correspondence relative to the fluc- 
tuation of prices on the Cotton Ex- 


'chahge and the rules governing trad- 


ing, between Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine and Richard T. Harriss, Pres- 
ident of the Exchange, was made pub- 
lic yesterday. 

The. correspondence began Nov. 30, 

when Secretary. Jardine wrote Mr. 
Harriss that he had received several 
complaints that the wide price differ- 
ences on the Exchange between con- 
tracts for December delivery ‘‘had op- 
erated to the hurt of legitimate busi- 
ness.”’ 
- Mr. Harriss replied that future con- 
tracts were influenced by the con- 
stantly changing weather and crop 
conditions, but that it was the désire 
of the members to adopt any plans 
which might reasonably be expected 
to eliminate any objectionable fea- 
tures. 

In another letter to the Secretary, 
dated Dec. 4, Mr. Harriss said he had 
submitted the text of the complaint to 
the Board of Managers of the Ex- 
change and they had appointed a spe- 
cial committee to investigate the mat- 
ter and report back to the board 
whether the desired results might be 
accomplished by the adoption of. rules 
patterned somewhat. after the Busi- 
ness Conduct Committee Rules of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

Mr. ‘Jardine answered that this pro- 
posal seemed to him to be ‘‘worthy of 
your best attention,” and that such a 
committee should be able to keep oper- 
ations of a speculative nature within 
bounds. 

In a final letter Mr. Harriss reported 
that the board had approved certain 
proposed amendments to the by-laws 
of the’ Exchange which would become 
effective if they were passed by two- 
thirds of the members.

Wife of Chemist Who Vanished 
Decade Ago to Get Permit 
to Open Strongbox. 


BACKERS DOUBT ITS VALUE 


One Who Helped Finance Wideen’s 
Experiments for Synthetic Product 
® Calls It a Hoax. 


Mrs. Letitia K. Wideen of 2,841 
Batchelder Street, Brooklyn, applied 
yesterday to Surrogate George A. Win- 
gate for temporary letters of adminis- 
tration of the estate of her husband, 
Knute C. Wideen, a chemist, who she 
says disappeared ten years ago leaving 
a formula for the manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber in a safe deposit box in 
the Fifth Avenue Bank, Manhattan. 

Mrs. Wideen filed a $1,000 bond and 
the Court will grant to her the au- 
thority to open the strong box. She is 
restrained from disposing of any prop- 
erty left by her husband. 

In April, Mrs. Wideen had asked Sur- 
Arden iaw and declare her husband 
dead, but because of lack of proof the 
Surrogate refused to do so. | 

Several of those who invested with 
Wideen before his disapp@&rance ex- 
pecting to be reimbursed should he 
find a substitute for rubber, expressed 
doubt yesterday if the opening of the 
strong box would disclose any such 
valuable formula as Mrs. Wideen hopes 
to find.

MAN KILLED IN HOLD-UP; 
TWO HELD FOR CRIME 


Police Say One of the Accused 
Confessed Shooting in 
Brooklyn Warehouse. 


Two young men were arrested last 
night, charged with homicide, ten 
hours after Harold Rillings, 34 years 
old, a chauffeur of Bellmore, L. I., was 
killed in the warehouse of the Bird- 
Archer Company, brass manufacturers, 
at 12 Flint Street, Brooklyn, by two 
men who attempted to hold him up. 

Rillings was shot through the body 
with a charge of bird shot fired from 
a sawed-off shot gun. He had $% in 
his pocket when he was. found by 
fellow. employes lying beside a tele- 
phone booth. He said he had. fright- 
ened the men away by staggering 
toward the booth after he was shot. 
He told Detectives James Diamond, 
William Brosnan and Benjamin O’Con- 
nell that he knew one of his asséilants 
as a former employe of the Bird- 
Archer Company and named him as 
Charles Brocato, 17, of 616 Park Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. He died a few minutes 
later. 

The detectives found Brocato had left 
that address, but found him later in 
Tompkins Park with a man who said 
he was Everett Klein, 20, of Terre 
Haute, Ind., a former gailor. Brocato, 
the police said, confessed he had fired 
the shot and hid the gun in= Fort 
Greene Park. 

Klein was discharged from the work- 
house six months ago, according to the 
police, after serving a three months’ 
sentence for theft from the Naval Y. 
M..C. A. for which he was dishonora- 
bly disCharged from the navy.
